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Flflil  Note*. 

r!>  this  way  we  have  fowls  that  are  calleil 
'•  ISui-ks  County,"  Imt  they  Jo  not  answer  to 
the  description  given  on  paire  10  in  Kai{.m- 
Pol'LTRY  for  January  1st,  in  answer  to  Mrs. 
A.  L.  P.  They  ar«  of  medium  size,  i.  o. 
lanrer  than  Leghorn*,  but  not  so  large  as 
Bralinias,  iiid  i-esomWe  the  Wyandottes  in 
shaifo.  The  pullets  are  cle.ir,  rather  deep 
liutr  exrept  tail  feitthers  and  Ilight  feathers 
of  the  wiugs,  whii-h  are  either  Mack  or  very 
dark  brown.  The  comb  is  single  and  rather 
small,  and  the  legs  and  skin  deep  yellow. 
T5e  males  are  darker  than  the  hens.  This 
answers  for  a  general  description,  but  it  will 
not  fit  all  specimens  as  we  see  tluni  here, 
^me  are  much  lighter  in  color  than  others: 
there  are  variations  in  size  and  shape  of  comb : 
gome  show  a  trace  of  leg  feathering;  and  there 
are  also  variations  in  the  general  shape  of  the 
fowls — but  all  have  the  yellow  skins  and  legs, 
mature  early,  are  good  layers  of  good  sized 
eggs,  and  extra  good  market  fowls.  Last 
season  a  fanner  here  who  keeps  Bucks 
County  sold  his  dressed  poultry  in  a  near-by 
village  market  for  two  cents  a  pound  al)ove 
the  going  market  price  for  dressed  poultry, 
and  the  extra  two  cents  was  because  the  fowls 
"looked  .«o  well"'  dressed.  We  bavejust  one 
'•sample"  of  the  Bucks  County,  a  pullet, 
hatched  3Iay  IC,  'iXi,  commenced  laying  aliout 
the  lirst  of  November,  hxs  laid  four  or  five  eggs 
a  week  ever  since,  and  is  still  at  it. 

I  think  that  the  Bucks  County  of  this 
vicinity  are  somewhat  mixed  up  here  ami 
there  with  other  breeds,  and  perhaps  with  the 
"old  common  hen ;"'  but  from  all  I  have  seen 
of  them  or  can  learn  about  them,  wherever 
there  is  enough  of  the  Bucks  County  bloo<l  in 
a  flock  to  color  it,  there  is  a  tlock  of  hens 
possessing  all  the  gootl  points  I  have  men- 
tioned. Certain  it  is  that  these  yellow  hens, 
whether  they  be  true  Bucks  County  or  Bull" 
P.  Kocks,  or  a  mixture  of  no  one  knows  what, 
a  something  "manufactured  to  order,"'  are 
growing  in  favor  among  the  farmers  in  this 
"neck  'o  woods,"'  who  care  more  for  the 
number  of  eggs  a  hen  will  shell  out  iu  a  year, 
and  the  value  of  her  carcass  when  dre>sed, 
than  they  do  for  uniformity  in  comb,  color, 
shape,  and  tail  feathers. 

I,  too,  believe  it  possible  to  obtain  an 
average  of  two  hundred  eggs  a  year  by  breed- 
ing from  selected  layers,  and  giving  the 
pullets  the  right  kind  of  feed  and  care  from 
the  shell  up.  Why,  bless  you,  my  friends, 
those  plel>eiau  hens  of  ours  that  were  kept  in 
one  pretty  big  flock,  and  wandered  at  will 
over  the  farm  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
spring,  summer  and  f::ll,  only  being  confined 
to  the  limits  of  a  large  yard  during  the  time 
when  they  would  have  scratched  up  the  young 
garden  truck  aud  the  field  just  seeded  to  oats, 
hiivc  a  ri  i  ord  of  an  average  of  one  hundred 
and  forty-six  eggs  apiece  for  the  year  ending 
Septemb  er  30th,  '96. 

Speaking  of  a  big  flock,  reminds  me  of  the 
woes,  disaster  and  loss  that  overtook  a  pretty 
well  known  poultry  raiser  when,  once  upon  a 
time,  he  followed  our  advice,  and  let  his  hens 
run  in  one  big  flock  all  over  his  farm,  instead 
of  following  other  advice,  and  putting  up 
fences  anil  dividing  his  fowl  flock  into  little 
separate  families  of  fifteen  or  twenty  each. 
Egg  production  fell  off",  the  roosters  quarreled 
and  fought,  and  the  way  the  whole  flock 
carried  on  was  discouraging,  disheartening 
and  decidedly  unprofitable.  It  was  really 
quite  disgraceful  of  his  hens  to  act  so.  Or 
perhaps  it  is  our  hens  that  are  conducting 


themselves  in  a  disgraceful  manner,  because 
they,  I'unning  together  in  one  large  flock,  do 
not  quarrel  and  fight,  and  get  sick,  and  refuse 
to  lay.  and  go  to  the  bad  generally,  as  nearly 
all  the  authorities  declare  hens  will  when  kept 
under  several  of  the  conditions  that  prevail 
upon  this  somewhat  experimental  hen  farm. 
."Sometimes  we  get  so  muddled  up  in  our  mind 
by  all  the  contradictions  of  this  poultry 
business  that  we  don't  feel  quite  sure  whether 
our  hens  are  doing  the  proper  caper  or  not. 
.\nd  again  sometimes  a  suspicion  crosses  our 
mind  that  our  hens,  being  mostly  of  the  cro-s- 
bred,  mixed,  and  no  variety,  generally  called 
"  common  ""  or  "  mongrels."  take  a  vicious, 
reprehensible,  and  altogether  unholy  delight 
in  obstinately  keepingin  good  health,  thriving, 
laying  and  paying  their  owner  a  good  profit — 
quite  as  good,  perhaps  better,  than  some  of 
their  more  aristocratic  and  favored  sisters. 

Just  how  many  hens  can  be  kept  in  one 
flock,  and  kept  up  to  the  highest  standard  of 
health  and  egg  production,  is  more  than  I 
know ;  but  I  am  on  the  war  path  after  just 
that  piece  of  knoxyledge;  and  I  am  after  it 
chiefly  because  it  is  one  of  the  things  that 
farmers  want  to  know  about  poultry.  Let  me 
tell  you  that  in  the  future,  in  all  matters  that 
pertain  to  profitable  poultry  raising  the  needs 
of  the  farmer  and  market  poultry  raiser  must 
be  considered  more  and  more,  for  the  number 
of  men  and  women  who  breed  fowls  for 
beauty  without  regard  to  utility,  and  i)ur(ly 
from  a  love  for  the  work,  is  exceedingly  small 
when  comi)ared  with  the  great  army  who  get 
a  living  wholly  or  in  part  from  their  poultry. 
The  farmer  will  keep  the  bird  that  will  pay 
him  best  in  dollars  and  cents,  and  he  will  keep 
them  in  the  way  that  they  can  be  most  easily 
cared  for,  and  take  the  least  time  from  other 
farm  work.  Farmers,  especially  in  the  busy 
season— (and  on  most  farms  that  ai  e  well  kejit 
all  seasons  are  busy  ones)  are  apt  to  neglect 
the  poultry;  anil  the  hen  that  has  freo  range 
will  bear  a  good  deal  of  letting  alone  and 
thrive  under  it.  But  when  hens  are  yarded 
all  the  time  a  little  neglect  soon  tells  in  les- 
sened egg  production,  and  later  in  other  ways. 

Then  there  is  the  difl'erence  between  the 
amount  of  food  necessary  to  keep  a  flock  when 
yarded  and  the  amount  needed  for  a  flock  of 
same  size  when  allowed  to  run  the  greater 
part  of  the  time.  On  every  farm  there  is  a 
considerable  quantity  of  stuft"  that  hens  will 
pick  up  and  turn  to  good  account,  that  would 
otherwise  go  to  waste  —  be  a  dead  loss  so  far 
as  profit  to  the  farmer  is  concerned. 

Of  course,  the  question  remains  whether  the 
egg  yield  from  our  hens  kept  in  one  flock 
would  have  been  greater  had  the  fowls  been 
divided  into  smaller  flocks  and  yarded  all  the 
time.  It  certainly  would  have  cost  more  for 
food  had  the  fowls  been  kept  up  the  year 
rouml ;  and  supposing  they  had  laid  more, 
would  the  increased  egg  production  have  bal- 
anced the  increased  cost  of  keeping,  the  extra 
work  involved  In  the  care  of  the  fowls,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  cost  of  fencing,  etc.?  This  is  a 
question  to  which  all  farmers  want  an  answer 
that  can  be  relied  upon  —  an  answer  from 
experience  with  fowls  kept  under  both  con- 
ilitions.  When  to  hatch  chickens  that  are 
wanted  for  layers  in  October,  November  and 
December,  depends  partly  upon  the  breed, 
and  partly  upon  the  feed  and  care  after  they 
are  hatched.  We  hustled  around  last  season 
and  got  out  some  chicks  the  latter  part 
of  March  and  the  fore  part  of  April,  intend- 
ing to  have  them  begin  laying  about  the 
first  of  October,  but  we  got  left  a  trifle. 
Nearly  every  pidlet  that  was  hatched  before 


the  middle  of  April  went  to  laying  early  in 
September  (some  of  those  hatched  the  last  of 
March  began  hiving  iu  August;  but  they  were 
those  in  which  the  Leghorn  blood  predomin- 
ated), laid  along  until  in  December,  and  then, 
when  1  wanted  the  very  biggest  egg  yield,  a 
whole  lot  of  those  pullets  wanted  to  sit.  The 
egg  yield  for  December,  taking  the  flock  right 
through,  was  less  than  in  Novend)er.  It  is 
awfully  aggravating,  especially  so  as  I  happen 
to  have  that  flock  of  one  hundred  entered  for 
one  of  those  KAiiM-Pori.rKY  premiums,  and 
didn't  begin  to  count  until  the  last  of  Novem- 
ber. Pve  "broken"  the  sitters  up  now,  all 
but  one  exceedingly  obstinate  half-breed 
Cochin,  and  may  be  they  will  make  up  lost 
time  during  the  next  three  months.  If  not,  I 
shall  not  get  within  smelling  distance  of  the 
smallest  premium;  and  the  heartless  men  who 
have  entered  their  flocks  of  selected  thorough- 
breds, will  greatly  rejoice,  and,  after  the 
fashion  of  men,  crow  over  me  and  my  mixed 
up  flock  of  plebeian  hens.     Fanny  Field. 


Poultry  A'crniin. 

W'l-itton  for  KAiOl-PoULTItY. 

Will  you  be  kind  enough,  Mr.  Editor,  to 
allow  me,  through  your  ever  welcome  journal, 
to  have  a  little  talk  with  its  reailers? 

I  seldom  take  up  a  poultry  paper  without 
seeing  headings  something  like  these  :  "  How 
to  Destroy  Lice;"  "Whitewash  Your  Hen- 
house;"' "The  Hest  Way  to  Kill  Red  Mites;" 
"  A  Deadly  Mixture  for  Lice;"  "Fight  the 
Lice,"  etc. —  which  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  thei'e  is  a  relentless  warfare  waged  against 
these  defenceless  little  insects,  God's  creatures. 
—  Don't  do  it.  'Tis  barbarous  and  cruel  I 
Don't  you  believe  in  a  hereafter?  They  only 
ask  to  be  let  alone.  1  used  to  kill  them  by  the 
thousand,  and  verily  believed  1  was  doing  the 
right  thing;  but  1  quit  some  years  ago. 

No,  I  haven't  quit  keeping  hens,  either;  on 
the  contrary,  I  have  the  finest  flock  of  P. 
iiocks  to  be  found  within  a  radius  of  fifty 
miles  —  none  to  sell,  Mr.  Editor.  Lice  don't 
trouble  me,  and  I  don't  trouble  them.  It  is 
the  same  with  tramps.  I  know  of  families 
who  are  continually  annoyed  with  them. 
They  seldom  trouble  me.  Why?  Because  I 
don't  choose  to  feed  them;  but  that  is  no 
reason  why  I  should  dose  them  with  strych- 
nine, or  get  out  with  a  shotgun.  They  have 
as  much  right  to  live  as  I ;  but  when  it  comes 
to  using  my  hard  earnings  to  feed  a  crew  of 
vagabonds,.it  is  quite  afiother  matter.  My 
duty  to  my  family  forbids. 

One  night  a  skunk  crawled  into  my  neigh- 
bor's brooder  and  killed  over  one  hundred 
chicks,  and  had  them  all  snug  under  the  floor 
before  morning.  W  hy  didn't  he  kill  mine? 
Simply  because  I  didn't  let  him  get  at  them. 
My  friend  trapped  the  skunk,  and  his  brooder 
house  was  rich  with  the  perfume  thereof  for 
weeks  after;  but  no  worse  than  the  odor  aris- 
ing from  burning  brimstone,  creosozone  and 
coal-tar  —  the  whole  l\>t  of  which,  including 
whitewash,  I  have  no  use  for.  Then  how  do 
I  kill  lice?  I  don't  have  any  to  kill!  That's 
how.  Whitewash  aud  carbolic  acid  purifies 
the  roosting  house,  does  it?  All  right;  but 
suppose  there  is  nothing  that  needs  purifying, 
and  there  won't  be  if  kept  clean.  Are  hens 
less  cleanly  than  a  horse?  Why  don't  you 
whitewash  the  inside  of  the  stable  where  you 
keep  your  family  carriage  horse?  If  you  like 
the  smell  of  carbolic  acid,  as  you  profess  to, 
put  it  ou  your  handkerchief;  butdoi\"t  cimi|iel 
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your  fowls  to  inhale  the  ofl'ensive  stulT  because 
you  are  too  lazy  to  keep  their  quarters  clean. 

These  illustrations  are  presented  to  show 
that  prevention  is  better  than  cure,  and  the 
remedies  usually  employed,  even  if  successful 
for  the  time,  are  a  nuisance.  There  may  be  as 
many  tramps,  lice  aiid  skunks  about  my  place 
as  otherwhere,  but  they  meet  with  a  cool 
reception,  and  retire  hungry.  "  One  may  not 
be  able  to  prevent  l)irds  from  flying  over  his 
head,  but  becomes  responsible  if  he  allows 
them  to  nest  in  his  hair." 

With  all  this  talk  about  fighting  lice,  did 
you  ever  go  in  for  a  "fight  to  a  finish?"  If 
so,  who  was  on  top  at  the  termination  of  the 
controversy?  The  pestive  louse,  I'll  venture 
to  say.  The  principle  of  trying  to  regulate 
the  louse  is  too  much  like  regulating  another 
evil  we  hear  about.  The  idea  seems  to  be, 
"  Don't  try  to  kill  all  of  them.  It  can't  be 
done ;  but  keep  them  in  subjection.  Lice  and 
the  other  evil  have  come  to  stay,  and  we  can't 
help  it.  'Tis  God's  decree,"  and  all  such  non- 
sense.  (Wonder  if  we  couldn't  license  them?) 

If  I  hud  to  fight  lice  continually  I  should 
feel  like  going  out  of  the  business.  With  all 
due  deference  to  your  opinion,  Jlr.  Editor,  as 
expressed  ou  page  424,  Dec.  1st  F.-P.,  in 
reply  to  S.  M.  S.,  there  are  poultrymen  who 
keep  their  premises  free  from  all  kinds  of 
vermin.  Not  so  many  a's  we  could  wish;  but 
as  many  as  are  willing  to  be  governed  by  a 
few  simple  inexpensive  rules.  "You  may  think 
lice  are  not  bad  here  —  but  if  there  is  a  place 
on  this  green  ;arth  that  can  produce  more  hen 
lice  in  a  minute  than  southern  California,  I 
would  not  advise  anyone  to  go  there  to  raise 
poultry.  I  know  one  poultryman  who  has  a 
stannling  otter  to  give  the  fowl  to  the  customer 
who  can  find  a  louse  on  it. 

When  I  first  came  to  California,  some  forty 
years  ago,  a  man  who  didn't  have  "gray 
backs,"  (as  we  used  to  call  them)  didn't 
amount  to  much,  and  was  no  miner.  They 
were  everywhere,  even  in  clothing  bought 
new  at  the  store.  Times  have  changed,  and 
now  a  man  is  not  considered  respectable  who 
will  tolerate  them.  It  may  not  be  a  disgrace 
to  get  them,  but  it  is  a  disgrace  to  keep  them, 
and  they  are  much  more  diflicult  to  exterm- 
inate than  any  that  infest  our  feathered  pets. 

What  do  you  poultrymen  think  of  the  fol- 
lowing remedy  for  lice:  "Put  your  under- 
shirt in  a  box,  the  inside  of  which  has  been 
coated  with  dead  oil,  let  it  remain  fifteen 
minutes,  which  will  kill  most  of  them, 
liepeat  once  a  month.'' 

Let  us  place  the  standard  high,  and  he  who 
seeks  a  score  of  9(!4  must  quit  feeding  lice. 
We  cannot  expect  every  one  to  attain  perfec- 
tion ;  but  our  literature  should  stop  at  nothing 
less.  I  at  one  time  wrote  a  series  of  articles 
on  this  subject,  giviug  the  scientific  names  of 
the  various  kinds,  their  family  relations, 
species,  etc.,  with  place  of  residence,  habits, 
and  how  to  exterminate  them.  It  created 
<iuite  a  little  inquiry  at  the  time  —  but  I  doubt 
if  any  one  profited  by  it  —  and  the  poultry 
paper  that  published  the  article  is  fighting 
lice  today.  It  is  too  cheap.  A  thing  that  costs 
nothing  is  not  worth  having.  Since  that  time' 
I  have  learned  a  gre;it  deal  about  them.  One 
thing  is,  that  there  is  infinitely  more  that  I 
would  like  to  know  than  I  thought  there  was 
at  the  beginning.  I  did  not  intend  ever  to 
write  on  the  subject  again,  as  1  am  aware  that 
it  is  repulsive  to  most  people;  but  I  never  see 
one  but  I  want  to  get  him  under  my  giass. 
Perhaps  at  some  future  time  I  may  give  the 
result  of  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with 
my  litUe  J'rk'iuh.  W.  S.  Bul'  ixjN. 
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Dishonest  Kggs.

Going  from  bad  to  worse,  it  has  finally 
come  to  this — that  even  in  a  toremost  agricul- 
turaj  paper,  a  man  dares  say  that  there  is  no 
guaranty  of  getting  fresh  eggs,  though  sup- 
posedly "fresh  laid"  or  "fancy,"  except  from 
a  fancier.  Knowing  that  Farm-Poultry,  at 
least,  always  stands  up  for  the  farm  and  its 
heads,  I  send  it  a  little  comment  on  this 
coupled  statement  that  the  farmer  produces 
at  best,  only  third  grade  eggs,  and  of  course, 
makes  the  third  grade  prices. 

This  writer  is  by  no  means  the  only 
offender,  and  (not  to  use  slang)  the  general 
treatment  which  "the  farmer"  is  receiving  of 
late,  fatigues  me  exceedingly.  As  I  am  a 
farmer's  daughter  and  have  been  all  my  life 
more  or  less  remotely  connected  with  the 
farm,  I  feel  very  touchy  on  some  points.  This 
latest  development,  which  throws  all  the 
odium  of  low  prices  on  the  farmer  who  so 
complains  of  them,  makes  a  veritable  Fanny 
Field  of  me  for  grit,  and  I  want  to  go  forth  to 
slay  everything  in  sight  that  writes  poultry 
articles  and  brings  in  "the  farmer,"  for  when- 
ever he  is  brought  in  it  is  to  be  metaphorically 
trodden  under  foot.  We  are  expected  to 
believe  that  "  the  farmer,"  whose  wife  gets 
most  of  her  pin  money  from  the  poultry, 
knows  little  and  cares  less  about  the  care  of 
fowls,  or  the  quality  of  the  stuff  he  markets. 
"The  farmer"  is  urged  over  and  over,  ad  infin- 
itum, to  use  good  laying  breeds  like  the 
Leghorn,  and  to  be  sure  to  raise  pullets  for 
the  sake  of  winter  eggs.  Then  in  the  nature 
of  things,  he  gets  small  eggs,  and  the  farmer 
stands  and  hangs  his  head  while  the  dealer 
groans  that  the  farmer  ought  to  know  that 
small  eggs  won't  sell  any  more  than  small 
potatoes  —  and  so  it  goes. 

I  can  tell  a  little  about  the  potato  question. 
When  we  lived  on  a  farm  and  sold  potatoes 
the  hen's  egg  was  the  standard  of  size.  The 
grocers  and  the  big  buyers  were  unanimous  in 
demanding  that  every  potato  smaller  than  a 
good  sized  hen's  egg  should  l)e  thrown  out. 
Also,  that  not  one  sciibby  specimen  should  by 
any  means  be  allowed  to  appear  in  the 
baskets.  Since  that  time  we  have  Ijought 
potatoes  for  years,  and  not  half  a  dozen  times 
in  all  have  we  been  able  to  buy  such  potatoes 
as  the  dealers  demanded  of  us  when  we  were 
producers.  The  scabby,  the  small,  and  the 
"greened"  potato  are  in  the  majority  as  soon 
as  we  become  consumers.  Of  course,  "the 
farmer"  is  to  blame.   Who  else? 

It  is  not  different  with  eggs.  Between  the 
producer  and  the  consumer  of  "store"  eggs, 
thei'e  is  a  great  hitch  somewhere.  In  our 
town,  fresh  country  eggs  from  one  hour  "  up 
the  road"  (which  are  really  the  standard  eggs 
in  our  local  market)  sell  regularly  for  five 
cents  a  dozen  less  than  those  of  home  produc- 
tion.  What  is  the  reason  for  this? 

How  many  grades  of  "  strictly  fresh  "  eggs 
do  you  suppose  that  New  York  city  merchants 
carry?  Some  of  them  not  less  than  four! 
And  so  dirty,  mottled  and  disgusting  are  the 
"fresh  candle-proof"  that  any  self-respecting 
hen  would  "strike"  if  offered  them  for  nest 
eggs  even ! 

Two  months  ago  a  dealer  came  begging  at 
our  door  for  eggs  for  a  special  customer,  and 
kept  it  up  for  three  weeks,  every  day  or  two. 
We  were  selling  every  egg,  guaranteed,  to 
private  customers.  At  the  last  refusal  he 
said,  "Well,  then,  there's  only  one  way  for 
me  to  do  —  tuck  five  cents  onto  the  price  of 
case  eggs,  and  sell  them  for  fresh.  Then 
they'll  be  fresh!"  Think  "the  farmer"  was 
to  blame  for  this  state  of  affairs?  Of  course. 
Didn't  his  hens  lay  the  eggs? 

The  true  key  to  the  matter  lies  in  the  twin 
facts  that  eggs  are  perishable,  and  that  they 
are  uncertain  in  supply  —  while  the  demand  is 
always  certain  until  the  price  becomes  pro- 
hibitory. So  long  as  the  hens  will  lay  more 
eggs  than  the  market  calls  for  during  the 
spring  months,  so  long  will  prices  slump  them. 
So  long  as  dealers  find  themselves  with  both 
fresh  and  stale  eggs  on  hand  (one  salable,  the 
other  unsalable,  but  both  representing  money 
paid  out),  so  long  will  eggs  be  unaccountably 
mixed.  So  long  will  it  take  six  fair,  four 
barely  decent,  and  two  unutterably  bad  eggs 
to  make  up  a  dozen  "fresh  case"  eggs.  The 
farmers'  hens  steal  theii-  nests  at  mid-season, 
it  is  true.   I  don't  say  they  do  not;  but  if 


half  the  farmers  were  cheats,  and  every  farm- 
er's wife  shiftless  and  careless  of  her  custom, 
even  then  there  could  not  be  so  many  bad  eggs 
as  are  really  sold  in  our  markets. 

Now,  is  the  dealer  the  only  one  capable  of 
"  doctoring"  things  to  suit  his  own  ends,  and 
laying  the  blame  on  "  the  farmer?"  I  person- 
ally knew  a  man  who  had,  by  shrewdness  and 
painstaking,  built  up  a  fair  trade  in  fancy 
eggs  at  about  double  the  regular  market  rates. 
These  eggs  were,  of  course,  guaranteed ;  and 
to  make  certain  that  there  should  be  no  going 
behind  the  returns,  every  egg  was  stamped 
with  the  date  whereon  it  was  laid.  Yet,  in 
order  to  protect  himself  from  demands  to 
replace  a  certain  proportion  declared  stale  by 
customers,  he  was  obliged  to  insist  on  the 
return  of  the  stamped  shell  with  the  boxes  — 
otherwise  it  was  a  question  of  "  either  you  lie 
or  I  do." 

"  The  farmer  "  is  accused  of  lack  of  business 
methods,  of  carelessness  as  to  his  customers' 
interests,  of  sheer  dishonesty  —  especially  the 
latter,  just  of  late.  It  strikes  me  I  have  heard 
of  an  occasional  successful  farmer,  as  well  as 
an  occasional  (one  in  twenty)  successful  busi- 
ness man.  The  other  day  a  card  was  handed 
me  bearing  the  name  of  a  certain  farm.  The 
express  company  at  hand,  the  railroad,  and 
even  the  division  of  the  road  were  mentioned 
on  this  card.  Also  the  main  fact  that  choice 
poultry,  new  laid  eggs,  dairy  butter,  fresh 
vegetables  and  fine  fruits  could  be  procured  at 
this  farm.  Days  on  which  produce  would  be 
delivered  at  various  stations  were  also  noted. 
More  than  this,  customers  were  invited  to 
inspect  the  methods  of  doing  the  work  and  of 
filling  orders.  Isn't  that  good  business 
methods? 

People  fail  to  realize  that  "  the  farmer  "  is 
•something  like  four  to  one  of  all  other  occupa- 
tions combined.  Even  so,  he  receives  more 
than  his  proportion  of  the  kicks  sure  to  follow 
an  occasional  dishonest  transaction.  But, 
knowing  that  he  has  always  at  hand  every 
opportunity  to  be  dishonest,  and  more  tempta- 
tion than  falls  to  the  lot  of  any  but  the  actual 
pauper,  and  that  ten  cents  looks  bigger  to  him 
than  a  dollar  does  to  the  man  of  whatever 
occupation  whose  income  comes  in  at  stated 
times  in  cash,  they  talk  about  his  dishonesty 
with  great  swelling  words  of  blame  for  every- 
thing unsatisfactory  in  farm  produce.  Yet  as 
a  producer  he  stands  nearly  always  from  two 
to  a  half  dozen  middlemen  distant  from  the 
customer.  Of  course,  each  of  these  innocent, 
trusting  middlemen  has  let  himself  be  cheated 
by  that  dishonest  farmer  1  How  our  sympathy 
goes  out  to  them ! 

The  only  possible  appearance  of  truth  in  the 
barefaced  slander  noted  at  the  beginning  of 
this  article  lies  in  the  fact  that  so  many  scores 
of  farmers  become  fanciers.  That  is,  they  are 
counted  with  the  fancier  (and  no  longer  with 
"the  farmer")  just  as  soon  as  they  begin  to 
take  better  care  of  their  poultry  and  to  grow 
thoroughbred  stock.  Count  them  with  "  the 
farmers,"  where  they  belong,  and  then  see 
hovv  it  reads.  It  is  these  men,  (not  the  actual 
fanciers)  who  furnish  the  "  strictly  fresh " 
eggs  that  are  really  fresh,  in  quantities  large 
enough  to  be  quoted.       Myra  V.  NoRYS. 


A  snug  warm  house;  a  high  and  dry  floor, 
well  cleaned;  a  scratching  shed,  with  grain 
scattered  in  straw  and  litter;  green  cut  bone 
and  green  stutt".  This  is  the  basis  of  successful 
winter  poultry  culture — in  brief,  the  way  to 
make  hens  lay  when  eggs  are  valuable— the 
way  to  make  the  hens  pay  for  the  idle  days  of 
moulting  and  to  enable  them  to  yield  their 
owner  an  annual  profit  over  and  above  their 
keep.  Not  much  to  do;  only  three  or  four 
things— but  they  are  hinges  to  the  door  of 
success.  Omit  them,  and  the  door  cannot 
well  be  opened. 

How  many  farmers  ever  think  of  going  into 
"winter  quarters"  with  their  hens?  He 
stands  in  his  own  light  when  he  neglects  his 
hens.  He  needs  all  the  help  he  can  get  to 
make  both  ends  meet,  and  yet  he  is  neglecting 
the  most  willing  helper  on  the  farm.  The 
one  machine  that  can  coin  cents  for  him  while 
he  sleeps — the  hen  machine  that  converts 
cheap  grain  into  a  more  compact  and  valuable 
market  product,  is  allowed  to  rust,  or  run 
down.  Take  care  of  the  machine.  Keep  it 
dry  and  warm ;  oil  it  up,  exercise  it,  and  it 
will  work  faithfully  and  well  for  the  keeper 
who  is  wise  enough  to  properly  attend  to  it.— 
Mcdne  Farmer. 


What  Breeds  of  Geese? 

Written  for  Farm-Poultry. 

H.  W.  C,  New  York  city,  writes:  "I  am 
thinking  of  investing  in  a  trio  of  geese.  What 
would  you  advise  me  to  get,  and  about  what 
should  they  be  worth?" 

If  you  want  a  breed  for  which  there  will  be 
the  greatest  demand,  get  superior  Africans. 
Embdens  are  next  in  demand,  although  not  as 
profitable  as  Africans.  They  are,  however, 
less  noisy,  more  gentle  and  beautiful.  If  you 
desire  to  take  pleasure  in  perfecting  or  improv- 
ing the  breed,  to  put  them  in  the  show  room, 
or  to  sell  breeding  stock  or  eggs  for  hatching 
as  well  as  raise  them  for  market,  keep  either 
kind  pure. 

If  you  simply  want  to  get  the  finest  product 
for  market,  as  well  as  the  greatest  profit  in 
this  direction,  raise  only  crosses  from  pure 
breds.  For  the  most  salable  goslings,  as  well 
as  a  large  number  for  the  June  or  July  mar- 
ket, mate  Embden  ganders  with  African 
geese.  For  goslings  that  will  be  largest,  heav- 
iest and  most  attractive  looking,  as  well  as 
good  number  raised  for  Christmas  market, 
mate  Embden  ganders  with  the  finest  long 
bodied  Toulouse  geese. 

I  should  not  expect  to  get  good  two  year  old 
pure  bred  geese  for  less  than  each ;  but 
sometimes  old,  as  well  as  young  geese,  may  be 
Ijought  at  regular  market  rates  — or  from  |2 
to  |o.  It  pays  to  buy  the  best,  but  not  neces- 
sarily the  heaviest,  as  they  may  be  overfatten^d 
and  worthless.  There  Is  as  much  diflereuce 
in  individual  geese  of  the  same  breed  as  there 
is  in  cows  of  the  same  breed.  The  produc- 
tion of  mongrel  geese,  wild  cross,  pays  the  best 
if  you  get  the  right  stock  and  are  successful.

Y'ou  will  notice  that 
those  hens  which  do  the  most  scratching  lay 
the  most  eggs.  They  get  needful  exercise, 
look  better,  feel  better,  and  lay  more  eggs 
than  those  which  are  denied  the  scratching 
pen.

The  show  of  the  Koohester  Poultry,  Pigeon 
and  Pet  Stock  Assoi-iation,  held  in  Kitzhugh 
Hall.  Rivhester.  X.  Y..  Jsn'y  11— Iti.  fully 
merits  the  title  of  "irreat,"  whioh  has  been 
applieil  to  it.  It  was  great  in  numbers,  as  a 
grand  totaJ  of  o,31o  birxis  attests.  It  was  great 
in  quality  —  the  birds  in  many  of  the  classes 
being  remarkably  tine,  as,  for  ex:unple.  White 
P.  Roeks.  in  which  pullets  with  a  score  of  95 
points  got  no  plai-e,  the  lirst  prize  bird  scoring 
97.  It  was  great  in  popular  interest,  the 
attendani-e  l>eing  all  that  the  most  exacting 
managers  could  wish,  lioth  in  numbers  and 
quality.  When  ladies  in  costly  fui^,  and 
happy  children  flock  to  a  poultry  show,  car- 
riage load  after  c:irriage  load  driving  up  to  the 
entrance,  the  managers  can  feel  content  — they 
are  most  certainly  ••  in  it."  The  greatest 
pleasure  of  all,  and  the  feature  of  the  show 
which  will  live  longest  in  memory,  was  the 
unfailing  courtesy  of  the  oflicers  and  man- 
agers ana  the  g^ertil  feeling  of  good  fellow- 
ship, of  comaraderie.  which  prevailetl  .among 
exhibitors  and  visitors.  We  do  not  recall 
ever  spending  two  days  at  a  show  where  this 
spirit  was  so  prevalent.  When  one  takes  into 
consideration  the  facts  of  the  case,  however, 
this  is  less  surprising.  The  officers  and  man- 
^^rs  are  _'entlemen,  the  exhibitors  and  visit- 
ors were  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  business 
part  was  handled  in  a  business  like  way,  and 
there  was  no  reason  why  everything  shouldn't 
be  "  right." 

One  unfortunate  circumstance  was  the  delay 
in  judging  the  large  classes  of  Leghorns  and 
Minorcas,  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Butter- 
field,  who  had  been  advfrtis«'d  to  judge  them; 
but  the  decision  to  not  put  another  judge  on 
those  classes  so  long  as  there  was  a  prospect 
that  Mr.  B.  could  get  there  was  wise,  and  the 
exhibitors  got  "  Butterfield's  scores"  by  wait- 
ing a  couple  of  days. 

Perhaps  the  most  pleasurable  feature  of  the 
show  was  the  b:.uquet  given  by  the  association 
to  the  exhibitors  and  out  of  town  members, 
the  l»etter  to  show  their  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  response  given  to  their  invitation  to 
bring  their  birds  to  this  exhibition.  Thursday 
evening  was  the  time,  and  at>out  9:30  the 
summons  went  about,  "  Fall  in."  Line  was 
formetl,  and  we  marched  to  the  dining  rooms 
of  Sugru  &  Stone,  on  State  street,  where  a 
long  table  was  promptly  taken  possession  of 
by  the  sixty  to  seventy  guests,  president 
Oliver  taking  the  seat  at  the  head,  and  secre- 
tary Schwab  that  at  the  foot  of  the  table. 
Over  an  hour  was  spent  in  disposing  of  the 
gooil  things  provided,  the  eating  being  spiced 
by  much  jollity  and  "yarn  spinning,"  every- 
one lieing  in  an  enthusiastic  and  happy  frame 
of  mind. 

After  the  cigars  were  lighted  president 
Oliver  rappe<l  to  order,  and  in  a  few  well 
chosen  words  thanked  the  visiting  poultrj- 
men  for  their  presence  and  encouraging  sym- 
pathy, and  announced  that  Mr.  C.  K.  Hobbie 
would  act  as  toast  master  for  the  remaining 
festivities. 

Mr.  Hobbie  was  greeted  w  ith  a  round  of 
applause  as  he  got  upon  his  feet  and  called 
upon  Mr.  William  Brown  to  respond  to  the 
sentiment,  *•  The  Great  Rochester  Show."  Mr. 
Brown  warmly  congratulated  the  association 
upon  its  remarkable  success  in  bringing 
together  such  a  grand  collection  of  birds,  and 
having  such  an  enthusiastic  meeting  of  poul- 
trymen ;  spoke  of  the  magnitude  of  the  poultry 
business,  and  that  the  Rochester  show  was  so 
great  a  success  Ijecause  it  was  working  for  the 
advancement  of  the  poultry  interest.  He 
warmly  welcomed  the  breeders  and  fanciers 
from  out  of  town,  and  "  hoped  they'd  come 
again  next  year, —  and  bring  their  birds  with 
them  again." 

The  next  toast,  "  Our  Exhibitors,"  was 
responded  to  by  H.  M.  Doubleday,  who  con- 
gratulated the  association  upon  its  remarkable 
success,  an<l  the  exhibitors  upon  •'  being  asso- 
ciated with  such  a  company  of  gentlemen."

.ind  show  the  reasons  for  cuts:  and  was  always 
glad  to  have  complainers  come  to  him  with 
their  criticisms  instead  of  sulking  and  resent- 
ing the  cuts  of  the  jmlges.  '•  There  are  too 
many  shows,"  Mr.  Bicknell  said,  and  he 
believed  the  best  good  could  be  gained  by 
holding'  a  show  in  one  place  one  year  and 
somewhere  else  another  year,  distributing  the 
work  ami  benetit  alike.  The  successful  shows 
were  those  where  members,  exhibitors  and 
judges  all  worked  for  the  common  interest. 

"  Our  Friends  From  Canada,"  was 
responded  to  by  C  J.  Daniels,  who  recalled 
the  experience  of  the  queen  of  Sheba  in  learn- 
ing that  "  the  half  had  not  been  told  ;"  he  had 
heard  the  fame  . of  the  Rochester  show,  and 
was  fne  to  say  "the  half  had  not  been  told." 
He  and  his  Canadian  friends  greatly  appre- 
ciated the  uniformly  kind  and  courteous  treat- 
ment they  had  received,  and  "  we  will  be  with 
you  again  another  year  I  " 

Mr.  Richardson,  of  Hamilton,  Ont.,  was 
called  upon  for  a  song,  and  gave  '•  In  Days  of 
Yore"  with  line  eflect.  the  appreciation  of  the 
company  being  evidenced  by  a  thundering 
round  of  applause. 

The  last  genenil  toast,  "The  Poultry  Press," 
was  responded  to  by  the  editor  of  Farm- 
Poi  LTKY,  who  told  the  poultrymen  that  there 
were  too  many  poultry  papers;  that  they 
were  too  great  in  quantity,  and  too  poor  in 
quality ,  to  fittingly  represent  the  great  poultry 
interest.  That  the  poultry  press  is  just  what 
the  poultrymen  make  it,  since  it  is  the  sup- 
port of  the  poultrymen  that  enables  the  poul- 
try papers  to  live — and  the  remedy  for  the 
evil  was  withdniwing  support  from  the 
second  (and  third  and  fourth)  class  papers. 

Judge  (i.  O.  Brown  was  called  for,  and 
eulogized  the  fancier  in  a  few  well  chosen 
words,  pronouncing  them  "  the  truest  men, 
the  truest  friends  and  best  citizens  we  have," 
and  urging  that  poultrymen  interest  their 
boys  in  the  good  work.  5Ir.  Peer,  Mr.  Brace, 
pigeon  judges  Coombs  and  Mack,  Jlr.  Pease, 
Mr.  Benedict,  and  others  added  to  the  general 
good  cheer  of  the  evening,  and  it  was  into 
Friday  morning  when  the  festivities  closed. 
The  universal  sentiment  of  a  score  or  more  of 
fanciers  with  whom  we  talked  at  the  hall  next 
day  was  that  the  banquet  was  the  crowning 
pleasure  of  the  week.

Turkeys  and  How  to  Grow  Them.  A 
treatise  on  the  natural  history  and  origin  of 
the  name  of  turkeys,  the  various  breeds,  and 
the  best  methods  to  insure  succe.ss  in  the 
business  of  turkey  growing;  with  essays  from 
practical  turkey  growers  in  different  parts  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada;  edited  by 
Herbert  Myrick,  with  the  assistance  of  Samuel 
Cushman.  Illustrated;  published  by  the 
Orange  Judd  Co.,  Xew  Y'ork ;  price  §1.00. 

This  book  will  undoubtedly  fill  a  long  felt 
want,  a  thoroughly  well  made  turkey  book 
being  something  that  poultry  men  have  long 
sought  for  in  vain.  The  plan  of  this  seems 
most  excellently  to  cover  the  ground,  and  the 
chapters  on  turkey  growing  as  a  business; 
selection  of  parent  stock ;  care  of  breeding 
stock;  laying  and  hatching;  rearing  the 
turkey  chicks ;  fattening  and  marketing,  etc., 
seem  to  be  full  and  complete.  Considerable 
space  is  given  to  turkey  diseases,  with  illus- 
trations showing  the  result  of  the  experiments 
at  the  Rhode  Island  experiment  station  — 
and  the  last  forty  pages  are  given  to  three 
prize  essays  on  turkey  culture,  selected  from 
one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  sent  to  the 
Farm  and  Home,  in  competition  for  prizes. 

An  improvement  would  have  been  a  talile 
of  contents;  but  an  excellent  index  and  list  of 
illustrations  helps  make  good  that  deficiency.

A  Year's  Experience. 

"Written  lor  Farm-Poultry. 

I  have  been  trying  for  several  years  to  raise 
poultry  in  the  old  fashioned  way,  but  never 
had  any  success. 

Last  spring  I  ordered  Farm-Poultry  of 
you,  and  determined  to  get  out  of  the  old  ruts. 
I  selected  a  few  of  the  best  laying  hens  I  had, 
and  mated  them  with  a  Black  Minorca  rooster. 
I  had  good  success  in  hatching  and  raising 
chicks;  never  had  a  sick  one;  but  did 
encounter  bad  luck  about  the  time  they  were 
feathering.  They  got  to  visiting  a  neighbor's 
yard,  where  some  "  long  nosed  i-ooters  "  were 
penned,  and  they  ate  about  thirty  of  them. 
That  reduced  my  stock  so  much  I  set  a  few 
more  in  June,  which  made  my  pullets  late 
maturing.  Those  hatched  in  April  and  May 
began  laying  in  October.  The  younger  ones 
commenced  late  in  December,  and  I  think  they 
are  doing  well  indeed  from  egg  records  I  see 
in  F.-P.  By  the  way,  I  want  to  state  another 
drawback  I  had  with  my  pullets.  They  were 
hatched  and  reared  in  a  "town"  garden.  I 
fully  expected  (and  in  fact  contracted  with  a 
man)  to  l>uild  a  dwelling  and  poultry  house 
about  three  miles  from  town ,  where  I  expected 
to  build  up  a  little  farm  and  poultry  bu.siness. 
The  man  disappointed  me,  and  my  chickens 
were  kept  roosting  under  old  dry  goods  boxes 
until  they  were  nearly  grown,  waiting  for 
their  new  quarters.  They  were  sitting  under 
these  boxes  on  the  ground  when  the  fall  rains 
set  in,  and  many  of  them  contracted  colds,  had 
swollen  eyes,  canker,  etc.  1  killed  several  of 
the  worst  cases,  and  cured  a  great  many 
slightly  affected,  and  finally  eradicated  the 
disease  with  Johnson's  Anodyne  Liniment  and 
Sheridan's  Condition  Powder,  and  following 
the  teachings  of  Farm-Poultry.  About  the 
middle  of  Nov.,  1896,  1  built  a  house  fifty  by 
ten  feet  after  the  open  shed  plan.

Wheat  bran,  ground  oats,  cut  clover  hay,  corn 
meal  or  soda  bread,  one  or  the  other,  mixed  in 
the  above.  The  above  is  equally  proportioned, 
and  aliout  one-third  of  the  whole  is  cooked 
vegetables,  all  thoroughly  mixed  and  cooked 
together  for  morning  mash  with  Sheridan's 
Powder  added.  I  feed  whole  wheat  alternated 
with  whole  oats  and  Harvey's  prepared  mixed 
grains  noon  and  night.  I  just  give  them 
enough  at  noon  under  the  open  shed  in  litter 
to  make  them  work.

B.  Greer, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  hatched  four  chicks, 
three  pullets  and  one  cockerel.  I  also  have  a  pair 
of  Black  Langshans  purchased  of  II.  B.  Greer. 
They  are  exceedingly  fine  looking,  and  have 
four  Oct.  hatched  young  chicks.  I  would  not 
be  without  P'arsi-Poultry,  Johnson's  Ano- 
dyne Liniment  and  Sheridan's  Condition  Pow- 
der if  I  had  to  pay  twice  their  present  prices.

I  also  have  a  patch  of 
green  oats  from  which  I  supply  them  with 
green  food ;  apples  and  cabbages  are  added, 
also  chopped  onions  occasionally.

If  clover  is  finely  chopped,  boiling  water 
poured  over  it,  and  the  mess  allowed  to  remain 
over  night,  a  strong  decoction  of  the  clover  is 
obtained,  known  as  clover  tea.

It  is  an  excellent  and  agreeable 
change  of  diet  for  the  fowls  if  it  is  thickened 
with  corn  meal  and  bran,  and  it  maybe  used 
for  ducklings  or  young  turkeys.  If  given 
warm  on  cold  mornings  it  is  an  invigorator, 
and  it  is  so  cheap  as  to  really  cost  nothing 
compared  with  other  substances.— Poj^/frj/

Another  Batch  of  yneries  that  Seem  to  l>o 
I'uullns  Both  Amateur  aiitl  l*n>fessioiinl 
Foultrj-  Kaisers. 


The  article  umler  the  aliove  caption,  which 
appeami  iu  the  I>eceml>er  l.'ith  issue  of  Fakm- 
1\H'ltry.  has  brought  out  another  batch  of 
queries  frv>|ji  l>oth  amateur  aud  professional 
poultry  raisers,  which  may  l>e  of  value  to  other 
readers. 

•■  I  have  a  chick  which  is  a  pure  Barred 
Plymouth  Roi-k,  alwut  eijrht  weeks  old,  which 
has  trouble  in  its  ri^rht  les.  Frenueutly,  when 
it  walks,  it  will  throw  this  leg  back  aud  up  iu 
the  air  spasmodically.  The  only  way  to 
explain  the  motion  would  be  to  say  the  chick 
gi>es  through  the  same  motions  as  if  she  were 
tryins:  to  scratch  her  back.  It  seems  to  be 
involuntary,  aud  is  freijueut.  The  chick  is 
not  weak  in  the  lesrs,  however,  and  has  a  jrowl 
appetite,  but  is  not  growing  as  rapidly  as  are 
the  n-maiuder  of  the  liock." 

This  is  a  nervous  aflei-tion,  no  doubt  inher- 
ited from  one  side  of  the  parent  stock.  It  is 
not  particularly  harmful,  and  the  bird  may 
outgrow  it ;  yet  such  actions  become  an  eye- 
sore. We  would  advise  that  as  soon  as  it 
attains  sufficient  size  to  make  it  an  object,  to 
cut  olTits  head  and  make  a  fry  of  it. 

••  M'hy  do  newly  hatched  chickens  often 
have  curled  toes;  toes  which  curl  around  to 
one  siile?  The>e  chicks  usually  live  aud  grow. 
I  do  not  l>elieve  the  trouble  is  in  the  breeding 
stock.  Think  it  must  be  iu  the  incubator. 
The  hatch  is  never  satisfactory  in  numbers 
when  this  trouble  is  present.'' 

It  is  not  an  unusual  thing  to  have  cripples 
in  the  hatch.  Where  large  numliers  of  chicks 
are  hatched,  broiler  raisers  generally  have  a 
pen  in  the  brootling  house  set  apart  as  an 
infirmary,  where  these  cripples  are  "  doc- 
tored." When  the  toes  are  not  too  badly 
curleil  the  chicks  will  more  or  less  outgrow 
the  trouble.  We  are  not  prepared  to  blame 
the  incubator  for  this,  as  we  have  had  the  s;tme 
trouble  with  chicks  brought  out  by  hens. 
Just  why  the^e  cripples  come,  wc  cannot  say, 
as  there  are  many  causes  that  may  produce 
them.  The  fact  that  only  a  few  in  the  batch 
are  so  afflicted,  looks  as  if  it  might  l>e  due,  to 
a  certain  extent,  to  some  weakness  in  the 
stock,  which  the  chick  has  inherited. 

"  Every  now  and  then  I  lind  two  or  three  of 
my  chicks  with  one  eye  bunged  up,  which 
sometimes  spreads  to  the  other  eye,  resulting 
in  blindness.  The  trouble,  I  have  noticed, 
generally  makes  its  appearance  after  we  have 
bad  a  rainy  spell." 

This  is  caused  by  dampness.  The  query 
comes  from  a  subscriber  living  in  Florida, 
where  the  rainy  spells  take  the  place  of  our 
winter  weather.  Of  course  these  prolonged 
rains  make  things  damp  and  chilly,  and  if  the 
chicks  are  not  properly  cared  for  to  avoid 
this  dampness,  sore  eyes  will  be  the  result. 
At  first  the  eyes  are  only  watery,  but  later  on 
they  ulcerate  and  swell.  It  is  a  hard  matter 
to  treat  very  young  chicks  for  this,  but  much 
of  it  can  be  prevented,  if,  during  these  rainy 
spells,  six  homeopathic  pellets  of  aconite  are 
put  in  a  pint  of  drinking  water,  daily,  for 
them. 

"  The  past  few  weeks  I  have  had  some 
trouble  with  chicks  from  three  weeks  to  three 
months  of  age.  They  get  droopy,  but  are  all 
right  in  the  head.  The  trouble  seems  to  be  in 
the  bowels.  They  have  had  diarrhoea,  and  it 
smells  very  badly.  I  give  them  Condition 
Powder  with  their  scalded  bread,  bran  and 
other  scraps  from  the  table.  I  also  give 
wheat  freely  during  the  day.  I  have  put 
aconite  in  their  water,  and  also  Douglas  mix- 
ture ;  yet  I  lose  some." 

The  chicks  have  caught  a  cold  which  has 
settled  in  the  bowels.  Change  the  feed  to  one- 
third  bran  and  two-thirds  middlings.  Put  six 
homeopathic  pellets  of  aconite,  daily,  in  a  pint 
of  drinking  water.  Diarrhoea  iu  chicks  also 
comes  from  feeding  half-cooked  food.  TJutil 
the  chicks  are  at  least  a  month  old,  the  mash 
should  be  baked  in  a  hot  o\en  for  several 
hours.  If  a  pinch  of  Sheridan's  Condition 
Powder  is  added  twice  a  week,  it  will  be  found 
highly  beneficial.  A  tablespoonful  of  tincture 
of  iron  to  a  quart  of  cold  water  for  drink,  is 
als«  recommended.  Do  not  neglect  keeping 
charcoal  and  small  grit  constantly  before  the 
chicks. 

I  have  a  small  greenhouse  heated  by  hot 


water.  I. am  told  that  I  could  make  an  incu- 
bator to  hatch  eggs  by  having  a  tight  box 
built  and  putting  four  three-quarter  inch  pipes 
over  the  eggs.  Can  you  give  me  the  plaus  for 
a  fifty-egg  size  for  trial ? " 

It  would  not  be  practical.  AVhile  the  heat 
might  be  supplied,  there  are  other  matters  to 
consider  in  the  hatching  of  eggs.  Ventilation 
is  an  important  factor,  and  a  box  heated  up, 
aud  kept  in  a  greenhouse  that  gives  additional 
heat,  would  prove  disastrous  to  the  germs  of 
the  eggs. 

"I  have  an  incubator  and  two  brooders.  I 
intend  building  a  house  about  sixteen  feet 
long  and  seven  feet  wide,  to  put  the  brooders 
in.  They  will  occupy  about  oue-half  the 
house,  aud  I  intend  partitioning  ofi' the  other 
half  for  chicks  after  they  are  four  or  five 
weeks  old,  as  I  desire  to  keep  my  incubator 
going  right  along.  Now  what  I  want  to 
know  is,  how  would  you  advise  me  to  heat 
the  other  part  of  the  house  for  the  larger 
chicks?  I  want  to  go  to  as  little  expense  as 
possilile.  As  we  have  a  fairly  good  market 
here  for  early  broilers,  I  would  be  able  to 
dispose  of  them  at  from  eight  to  ten  weeks  of 
!ige.  Please  let  me  know  what  you  think  of 
my  plan;  or  if  you  can  improve  on  it  in  any 
way.  What  is  bothering  me  is  to  know  how 
to  provide  the  proper  heat  for  the  larger 
chicks  (until  they  are  of  marketable  size) 
when  I  have  to  t;ike  them  out  of  the  brooder 
to  make  room  for  the  ones  just  hatched." 

The  plan  of  t;iking  chicks  from  the  brooders 
when  but  four  or  five  weeks  of  age,  and  put- 
ting them  into  rooms  that  are  heated,  is  not  a 
good  one.  They  must  be  provided  with  more 
or  less  brooder  heat  until  up  to  marketable 
size,  or  they  will  crowd,  catch  cold,  and  the 
loss  would  be  heavy.  Sectional  brooders  are 
probably  the  best  for  a  broiler  bouse  on  a 
small  Scale. 

"Do  you  think  chicks  raised  in  brooders 
heated  by  kerosene  lamps,  are  as  healthy  as 
those  brought  up  by  a  hen?  As  far  as  my 
experience  goes,  I  think  they  are  not.  These 
I  have  are  about  a  week  to  ten  days  old,  and 
taken  from  the  incubator,  were  put  in  the 
brooder  and  given  good  care.  1  have  fed 
them  on  bread,  boiled  eggs,  cracked  corn,  and 
plenty  of  clean  water  to  drink,  and  yet  they 
do  not  seem  to  grow  at  all.  Their  wiug 
feathers  grow  very  long,  but  their  bodies 
seem  to  .stand  still,  aud  they  ycep  and  cry 
constantly.  I  have  made  a  change  in  their 
food,  thinking  there  was  something  diflerent 
they  required,  but  still  without  any  satisfac- 
tion. How  do  you  account  for  this  continual 
yeepiug?" 

Unless  the  kerosene  lamps  smoke,  the  chicks 
raised  in  brooders  heated  by  such  lamps,  all 
other  things  being  equal,  will  be  just  as 
healthy  as  those  raised  by  a  hen.  When 
chicks  cry  something  is  wrong,  and  that  some- 
thing in  this  ca.se,  we  believe,  is  insufiicient 
heat.  Again,  the  wing  feathers  growing  so 
fast  may  be  draining  the  vitality  out  of  the 
little  ones.  AVe  should  clip  oft' the  edges,  and 
thus  relieve  much  of  the  burden. 

"How  large  a  house  do  I  want,  and  how 
many  broilers  can  I  raise  on  a  half-acre?" 

Such  questions  are  hard  to  answer.  A 
brooder  house  one  hundred  feet  long  will 
brood  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand 
chicks  at  one  time,  according  to  care  given. 
Brooder  yards  are  only  sixteen  feet  in  length, 
as  a  general  thing,  so  not  much  space  is 
required  for  simply  broiler  farming.  The 
number  of  broilers  that  can  be  raised  on  a 
half-acre,  would  run  into  the  thousands;  that 
is,  if  there  were  incubators  and  eggs  enough, 
but  just  the  number  our  correspondent  can 
raise,  we  cannot  say. 

"Will  you  please  tell  me  if  the  eggs  are  good 
for  hatching  if  the  hens  lay  good  without  any 
rooster?" 

That  is  the  best  one  yet!  Evidently  our 
correspondent  does  not  know  the  mission  of 
the  rooster.  But  there  are  lots  of  people  who 
h.ave  an  idea  that  the  attention  of  the  male 
birds  is  what  makes  the  females  lay.  To  get 
to  the  question,  no  egg  will  hatch  unless  it  is 
fertile;  and  no  egg  can  be  fertilized  without 
the  hen  being  "served"  by  the  male. 

Following  are  answers  in  brief  to  a  number 
of  inquiries  that  have  been  coming  in  the 
mails  of  late.  We  omit  the  questions,  as  the 
answers  explain  enough : 

Too  heavy  feeding,  especially  when  the  diet 
is  strong  in  meat,  will  give  chicks  leg  weak- 
ness. 


Hard  boiled  eggs,  when  fed  regularly,  will 
produce  bowel  troubles. 

Charcoal  should  be  given  daily  to  chicks. 

Chicks  must  have  grit. 

Lettuce  is  the  best  kind  of  greens  for  young 
chicks. 

No  one  should  bo  allowed  to  smoke  a  cigar 
or  pipe  in  the  incubator  room,  as  tobacco 
smoke  is  injurious  to  a  hatch. 

Keeping  old  fowls  near  the  brooder  house  is 
quite  apt  to  bring  lice  to  the  latter. 

We  believe  iu  turning  eggs  in  the  incubator 
twice  a  day  —that  is,  every  twelve  hours. 

Do  not  keep  young  chicks  with  ducklings. 
The  latter  pollute  the  water,  aud  soon  get  the 
brooder  in  a  bad  mess.  Keep  each  variety 
separate. 

Brown  eggs  can  hardly  be  safely  tested 
before  the  seventh  day.  White  shelled  eggs 
can  be  examined  on  the  fourth  day. 

Boiled  oats,  pin  head  oat  meal,  and  canary 
seed  are  good  for  part  of  the  diet  of  young 
chicks. 

Flocks  of  fifty  are  far  better  than  flocks  of 
one  hunilred.  Chicks  cannot  stand  over- 
crowding any  more  than  fowls  can.  Kemem- 
ber  that  in  making  the  estimate  for  your 
broiler  house. 

You  cannot  get  the  percent  of  hatch  during 
winter  that  you  can  in  spring.  Don't  expect 
it;  the  fault  lies  iu  the  eggs. 

Be  sure  that  your  thermometer  is  correct. 
Many  an  incubator  has  been  blamed  for  poor 
hatches,  when  the  thermometer  was  the  fault. 

Don't  rely  on  moisture  gauges  and  hygrom- 
eters. Let  the  condition  of  the  air  cell  iu 
the  egg  be  the  guiile. 

Never  add  eggs  while  the  hatch  is  progress- 
ing. 

Keep  the  chicks  busy.  Lightly  litter  their 
pens  with  chart',  aud  scatter  cauary  seed  or 
millet  among  it.   Exercise  is  a  good  tonic. 

Never  give  cold  water  to  chicks.  Always 
have  it  tepid. 

Do  not  water  the  chicks  in  the  morning 
until  they  have  been  fed. 

Have  half-inch  wire  mesh  stretched  from 
sill  to  sill,  aud  boards  over  that  for'  the 
poultry  house  floor.  That  will  make  it  rat 
proof. 

I'p  to  two  weeks  of  age,  chicks  can  slaud 
confinement  indooi  s;  after  that  they  nmst  be 
left  out  during  nice  weather.         31.  K.  B. 


Fanners'  Hens. 


How  few  farmers  pay  any  attention  to  the 
housing  of  their  beus.  It  is  leally  pitiful  to 
see  the  poor,  miseralile,  ruflied  looking  birds 
one  finds  on  most  farms,  on  a  cold,  raw  day, 
sitting  arouud  in  the  angle  of  some  shed,  all 
bunched  up,  with  so  little  strength  and  vitality 
that  they  have  no  heart  to  scratch,  or  even 
walk  about.  Eggs  are  out  of  the  question 
from  such  specimens.  After  a  month  or  so  of 
such  an  existence,  during  which  they  shiver 
all  the  feathers  ott",  and  mope  about  in  a  half- 
picked  condition  in  a  "hen  coop,"  through  the 
cracks  of  which  one  could  throw  the 
proverbial  cat,  they  finally  turn  up  their  toes, 
aud  that  ends  their  misery.  "I  cannot  aflbrd 
to  fix  the  hen  coop  this  year,"  or  "it's  good 
enough,"— how  often  do  we  hear  these 
excuses ! 

Stuft"  newspapers  in  the  cracks,  cover  the 
walls  with  several  thicknesses  of  newspapers, 
wall-paper  style,  do  something  to  protect  the 
poor  birds  from  the  zero  blasts.  If  your 
horse  shivers,  or  the  north  wind  cuts,  you  find 
blankets  suthcient  for  hini.  If  your  "pig  pen 
is  in  an  exposed  location  you  bank  it  up,  and 
try  to  keep  the  hog  comfortable. 

Are  not  the  hens  of  some  little  consequence? 
They  will  turn  you  in  much  more  money 
during  the  winter,  if  you  can  make  them  lay, 
than  your  hog  will  when  sold  in  the  spring.— 
ExrlKinr/fi.

Gentlemen:  —  Would  you  favor  me  with 
your  opinion  on  a  subject  upon  which  poultry 
men  ditter  widely,  viz. :  Is  a  brown  egs  richer 
and  fiuer  to  eat,  than  a  white  one  —  assuming 
hens  laying  each  are  fed  upon  exactly  the  same 
food,  and  conditions  equally  favorable  to  each 
breed  ? 

Trusting  this  will  receive  your  tind  consid- 
eration, and  I  .shall  be  in  receipt  of  a  prompt 
reply,  I  am,  etc.

Dear  Sir :  —  Your  letter  at  hand.  You  have 
asked  me  a  hard  question.  There  are  many 
who  think  the  brown  eggs  the  best.  They 
usually  have  a  darker  colored  yolk;  and  the 
only  reason  that  I  can  see  that  they  might  be 
richer  is  that  fowls  that  lay  dark  colored  eggs 
do  not  lay  so  many  as  the  breeds  that  lay 
light  colored  or  white  eggs.  Provided  that 
the  fowls  are  fed  the  same,  and  the  breed  that 
lay  the  white  eggs  lay  the  most,  it  stands  to 
reason  that  they  cannot  put  so  much  quality 
in  the  eggs  as  those  fowls  that  lay  fewer  eggs. 
My  wife  says  she  likes  the  dark  eggs  best. 
For  myself,  I  do  not  think  there  is  very  much 
difference.

Dear  Sir :  —  Your  communication  at  hand, 
and  contents  noted.  I  do  not  think  the  color 
of  the  egg  under  the  conditions  named  has 
anything  to  do  with  its  fineness  or  its  richness. 
It  is  a  whim  which  I  think  is"  all  in  your  eye." 
This  section  prefers  dark  eggs,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  Xew  York  and  vicinity  prefer 
light  colored  eggs,  and  claim  that  the  dark 
eggs  are  rank  and  strong.  The  white  egg,  in 
their  opinion,  is  finer  and  better  flavored.  I 
have  noticed  that  the  better  the  quality  of  the 
food  the  lighter  the  egg.  That  is,  grains  give 
a  much  lighter  egg  than  swill  or  slops.

Dear  Sir:  —  Y''ours  at  hand,  and  your  query 
noted.  I  fully  recognize  the  importance  of 
the  question,  and  my  inability  to  treat  it  with 
the  consideration  which  it  deserves.  So  far 
as  my  experience  goes,  it  seems  to  be  simply  a 
matter  of  caprice,  though  the  preference  for 
brown  eggs  is  very  general  in  Jfew  England, 
Boston  especially,-  Of  course,  brown  eggs 
with  Boston's  baked  beans  and  brown  bread, 
must  be  in  good  taste,  beside  its  alliterative 
quality,  and  Boston  never  violates  the  rules 
of  good  taste.   On  the  other  hand,  New  Y'ork

Some  of  the  Puzzles. 

Written  lor  Fakm-Poltltuy. 

Mr.  Editor:  —  Have  just  received  Farm- 
Poultry  of  July  15,  '96.  Looking  over  this 
number  I  ran  across  an  article  relative  to  out- 
crossing on  female  side,  by  Mr.  Vaughan  of 
South  Pomfret,  Vt.  I  have  had  thoughts  on 
this  many  times,  especially  since  reading 
Judge  Pierce's  article  in  Ohio  Poult'-y  Jour- 
nal. He  advised  this  method  when  taking  in 
new  blood,  and  says  l)y  this  manner  it  can  be 
taken  in  every  year,  and  still  retain  in  your 
own  flock  that  which  you  are  breeding  for. 

Please  explain  how  this  can  be  done,  and 
done  cheaply  when  having  large  flocks,  for  the 
cost  of  introducing  females  is  far  more  so  than 
males,  having  to  use  so  many  more  of  them. 
Explain  Mr.  Vaughan's  method. 

My  chicken  experience  for  two  years  will 
be  up  Feb'y  5th, '97,  when  Itilled  ahome-made 
incubator  with  eggs  procured  from  a  farmer, 
and  hatched  a  few,  and  raised  none  of  them 
after  two  months  old.  The  same  old  story — 
most  of  eggs  chilled;  never  r:in  machine 
before;  new  machine;  no  regulator.  How 
can  any  one  expect  a  good  hatch  and  start  this 
way  ?  Since  this  hatch,  for  past  two  seasons  I 
have  had  several  good  hatches,  all  in  incuba- 
tors, and  my  results  have  been  fairly  good,  on 
the  whole,  iu  raising  them.  3Iy  flock  of  pul- 
lets that  I  had  raised  gave  me  one  hundred 
and  thirty-two  eggs  each  for  the  year  ending 
October  25th,  '96.  This  was  an  average  for 
the  year  of  sixteen  in  the  flock.  Have  the 
account  of  them  for  every  day  in  the  year. 
Have  scratching  sheds  open  to  south,  with 
curtains.  Cover  floor  of  pen  and  scratching 
shed  with  chaff.  Feed  according  to  your 
method,  as  near  as  can.  Sometimes  I  cannot 
get  the  different  grains  you  mention,  or  the 
meat  at  all  times;  but  follow  it  in  all  its  details 
as  near  as  possible,  and  have  thus  been  repaid 
by  a  large  egg  yield. 

My  stock  is  not  full  blood.  They  are  B.  P. 
Rocks.  I  concluded  last  spring  that  seeing 
my  stock  were  not  full  bloods,  aud  wished 
new  stock,  I  would  try  the  White  Wyan- 
dottes,  so  I  forwarded  good  money  for  five 
sittings  of  same  to  a  somewhat  noted  breeder, 
aud  in  due  time  received  eggs  p.acked  well  — 
none  broken,  and' placed  them  in  incubator 
March  15th.  _The  hatch _ came  off'  April  4th. 


In  with  these  eggs  were  also  placed  about  one 
hundred  of  my  Rock  eggs,  and  they  were 
nearly  all  fertile,  and  hatched  seventy-six  per- 
cent of  fertile  eggs;  but  only  get  six  chicks 
from  the  Wyandotte  eggs,  and  killed  one  of 
them  for  being  a  cripple.  I  then  Jiad  three 
pullets  and  two  cockerels  left.  One  of  the 
cockerels  afterwards  had  what  I  call  spring 
halt  in  one  leg,  aud  I  fattened  and  killed  him 
when  about  six  months  old.  The  other  has 
not  fully  matured  yet.  Of  the  pullets,  two 
have  crooked  toes,  the  otherone  is  considerably 
under  size.  They  have  not  laid  an  egg  j'et, 
although  hatched  April  4th,  and  I  have  never 
taken  more  pains  than  this  winter  to  get  them 
in  shape  to  do  so.  I  think  the  trouble  is 
inbreeding  too  much,  as  the  party  I  got  eggs 
from  said  in  his  letter  to  me  that  he  had  bred 
them  in  line  for  years,  as  his  strain,  and  also 
informed  me  where  he  got  his  stock — and  the 
party  he  got  it  from  certainly  has  the  best 
reputation  as  a  breeder  of  this  variety  in  the 
United  States'. 

Now  I  must  start  all  over  again  if  I  do  any- 
thing this  spring  with  chicks.  I  must  confess 
that  my  arJor  for  White  Wyandottes  is  some- 
what on  the  wane,  although  I  presume  thi,, 
was  not  a  fair  trial  for  the  breed. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  will  you  from  )'our  own 
experience  and  that  of  others,  please  inform 
me  which  of  the  following  breeds  you  would 
advise  me  to  use  for  the  egg  business,  with 
the  intention  of  handling  them  similar  to  your 
method — keeping  only  pullets  as  layers,  selling 
everything  at  market  prices  when  at  proper 
weights,  aud  before  moult?  I  name  White 
Wyandottes,  Light  Brahmas,  either  Barred 
or  White  Rocks.  I  have  read  in  your  valuable 
paper  that  you  consider  a  better  all  around 
profit  from  these  breeds  for  eggs  alone  than 
from  Leghorns  or  any  of  the  Mediterranean 
breeds — so  drop  this  out  of  consideration  in 
my  mind  as  conclusively  settled. 

I  would  be  willing  to  take  any  of  these 
breeds  if  I  only  knew  which  it  was  for  my 
interest  to  handle.  My  intention  is  breeding 
for  business,  not  show  points.  I  admire  a 
handsome  bird,  but  cannot  aft'ord  to  do  any- 
thing tjat  will  interfere  with  them  as  business 
fowls  just  to  please  a  fancy  of  mine.

Your  experience  is  not  an  uncommon  one. 
You  bought  eggs  of  "  fancy  "  bred  stock  when 
you  wanted  strong,  vigorous,  "  business " 
stock.  The  editor  of  this  paper  wasted  many 
good  dollars  in  the  same  way  before  he  learned 
better;  aud  you  will  uow  have  to  do  as  he  did 
— begin  all  over  again. 

Y'ou  are  mistaken  in  thinking  we  said  we 
could  make  more  on '  eggs  of  Rocks  and 
AYyandottes  than  on  Leghorns,  etc.  What 
we  say  is,  that  we  can  make  a  better  all-the- 
year  round  profit  from  eggs  and  meat  than 
from  eggs  alone;  and  for  us  unquestionably 
the  best  breeds  are  White  Wyandottes  and  P. 
Rocks. 

Introducing  new  blood  by  outcrossing  isn't 
expensive  if  you  rightly  understand  it.  Buy 
a  good  hen,  keep  her  in  a  small  pen  by  herself, 
letting  a  good  male  bird  I'un  with  her  one  day 
in  three  or  four,  the  other  days  he  to  be  run- 
ning with  six  or  eight  other  females.  Save 
all  of  that  hens'  eggs  and  hatch  them,  punch 
marking  the  chickens  from  them,  and  in  the 
fall  you  should  have  half  a  dozen  (or  more) 
good  cockerels  of  new  blood. — Ed. 


If  eggs  are  expected  do  not  crowd  too  many 
fowls  together.  If  your  coop  is  large  enough 
for  only  ten  fowls,  you  will  get  more  eggs 
from  that  number  than  from  twenty  kept  in 
same  space. — Maine  Farmer.

Center  Market  Hall.  Washington.  P.  C, 
Jauiiar>"  12  to  16.  inclusive,  was  the  scene  of  as 
neat  anJ  goo^i  s  poultry  show  as  one  could 
wi>h  to  attend.  Xot  so  great  in  quantity  — 
yet  the  entpes  footett  up  1319,  about  two 
thousand  birds  in  all  —  but  qHalit'jwas  strouic 
in  evideni-e.  Winners  at  Xew  York  were  on 
hand,  and  many  binls  not  at  JCew  York 
createii  great  surprises. 

Old  reliable  judges  rUilander  Willi.nns  and 
Henry  S.  Ball,  from  Massachusetts,  were  com- 
pelled to  continually  adjust  their  ghisses  to  be 
sure  they  were  right  l>efore  giving  the  final 
Jei-ision.  Judge  Charles  McClave,  of  Xew 
London,  Ohio,  said  the  quality  of  the  l>ir\Is 
was  as  gooil  a>  one  could  exj>ect  to  find,  and 
)>otb  he  and  judge  B.1II  couKl  not  quit  talking 
alH>ut  the  exi-ellence  of  "  that  Ljingshau  row." 
They  were  a  good  lot,  .ind  a  better  advertise- 
ment of  the  breed  could  not  he  asked. 

"  There  are  eighteen  Langshan  coikerels  in 
that  row,"  said  Judge  Ball,  fifteen  of  which 
are  good  enough  to  win  first,"  and  it  can  be 
ima^ineil  that  it  took  close  figuring  to  determ- 
ine which  one  really  was  the  best. 

They  had  a  touch  of  northern  weather  show 
week,  and  it  gave  a  bad  blow  to  the  atteiul- 
ance.  Washingtonians  are  not  used  to  snow, 
and  the  sprinkle  they  got  nearly  took  their 
breath.  Who  would  have  thought  it?  Snow- 
in  Washington  I  But  withal  that,  there  was  a 
fair  attendance,  and  rich  and  poor,  cabinet 
officers,  congressmen,  senators,  and  foreign 
ministers  rubbed  ell>ows  in  the  aisles  as  ihey 
halted  to  admire  the  fine  birtls.  There  were  a 
numlier  of  good  sales  made. 

Probably  the  most  interested  visitor  was 
secretary  of  agriculture  Jlorton.but  he  seemed 
more  interested  in  the  incubators  than  the 
poultry  display.  The  writer  stootl  l>y  as  the 
famous  secretary  asked  question  after  question 
of  expert  Cooper,  of  the  Prairie  .State  Com- 
pany. Cooper  smiled  and  showed  his  gold 
teeth  as  plainly  as  IJoosevelt,  of  Xew  York, 
displayeti  his  ivories  when  Mr.  Morton 
thanked  him  for  the  valuable  information  he 
had  imparted,  with  the  assurance  that  he 
would  shortly  forward  him  his  order  for  sev- 
eral machines  to  go  to  his  Xebraska  farm. 

Dr.  D.  E.  Salmon,  chief  of  the  V.  S.  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry,  was  introduced  to  the 
F\\Rji-Pu('LTRY  representative  by  secretary 
Howard.  The  doctor  is  an  entertaining 
talker,  and  spoke  very  encouragingly  of  the 
poultry  industry.  He  assured  us  that  the  way 
was  now  open  for  poultry  bulletins  — just 
what  the  writer  of  this  has  been  advising  years 
back.  Xo  greater  hi  lp  could  be  given  poultry 
culture  than  the  issuing  of  bulletins  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
More  of  the  impressions  received  in  inter- 
views with  officials  of  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment, will  l>e  given  in  a  subsequent  issue. 

In  the  center  of  the  main  hall  Schmid's  Bird 
and  Pet  .\nimal  Emporium,  Washington, gave 
an  excellent  display  in  the  form  of  a  pyramid. 
The  lower  row  of  cages  contained  rare  water 
fowls;  on  top  of  them  were  cages  quartering 
thoroughbred  poultry  of  several  varieties ;  then 
came  a  circle  of  cages  filled  with  pigeons; 
then  cage  birds;  finally  a  large  cage  in  which 
were  quartered  cockatoos  and  parrots,  and 
perched  upon  this  cage  was  a  stuffed  ostrich, 
one  of  the  two  which  Mr.  Schpiid  hatched  in 
a  Prairie  State  incubator.  The  bird  was  prol)- 
ably  three  feet  high.  The  other  one  of  the 
pair  is  now  enjoying  life  at  the  zoological  gar- 
den, and  is  said  to  be  doing  finely. 

The  broiler  display  made  by  the  Long  Tiew 
Poultry  Farm,  Hyatt.sville,  Md.,  in  charge  of 
manager  George  (i.  Hariey,  was  a  great 
attraction.  Mr.  Hariey  had  arranged  a  row 
of  cages,  the  first  of  which  showed  eggs  ready 
for  hatching.  The  next  cage  showed  chicks  at 
three  days  of  age:  then  five  days  old;  then 
there  were  eight  cages  showing  the  progress 
made  from  one  to  eight  weeks  of  age.  Those 
at  the  latter  age  were  in  prime  condition  for 
market,  showing  a  remarkable  growth.  Mr. 
Harley'8  methoils  of  feeding  and  rearing 
chicks  to  make  them  marketable  at  so  early  an 
age,  will  be  fully  given  in  another  article 
shortly  to  be  published. 

Aside  from  the  live  broilers  were  two  pairs 
of  dressed  birds  which  were  not  only  models 
in  appearance,  (plump  and  neat>  but  were 


about  as  clean  and  attractively  dressed  as  any 
we  ha>e  ever  seen.  For  these  dressed  birds 
Long  View'  Farm  received  first  and  second 
prize;  and  for  the  attractiveness  of  the  live 
broiler  display  —  which  was  not  only  Mr. 
Harley's  idea,  but  which  was  completely  made 
by  him  from  cage  to  chick  —  the  association 
presented  him  personally  a  handsome  gold 
medal.  The  presentation  was  made  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  the  last  day  of  the  sliow, 
at  which  time  the  main  hall  was  crowded. 
Soon  it  beciune  whispered  al)OUt  that  there 
was  to  be  a  presentation  made,  and  the  crowd 
began  to  swell.  I'nconscious  of  what  was 
about  to  take  place.  Jlr.  Ilarley  was  called  up. 
and  then  secretjiry  Howard,  in  one  of  his 
neat,  chamcteristic  speeches  spoke  of  the 
practical  and  meritorious  exhibit  the  Long 
A'iew  Poultry  Farm  made,  and  the  deep 
interest  he,  Mr.  Hariey,  took  in  the  success  of 
that  exhibit,  which  was  one  of  the  chief 
attractions  of  the  show.  Therefore,  he  said, 
in  behalf  of  the  National  Poultry  and  Pigeon 
Association  it  gave  him  pleasure  to  present 
this  beautiful  gold  medal,  hoping  that  it 
would  not  only  be  appreciated,  but  that  it 
would  beau  incentive  for  even  better  work, 
were  such  a  thing  possible. 

There  stood  Hariey.  The  plain,  unpreten- 
tious Hariey.  who  never  knew  what  it  was  to 
be  vain,  and  who  never  had  thought  of  a 
single  word  of  praise.  He  stood  like  a  statue; 
he  could  find  no  words  to  express  his  feel- 
ings for  fully  a  minute,  but  then  he  came  to 
the  front  in  a  very  pretty  acceptance.  He 
was  glad  to  know  that  his  feeble  eftbrts  were 
so  well  appreciated,  and  he  swore  allegiance 
to  John  L.  Waggaman,the  proprietor  of  Long 
View  Poultry  Farm,  to  the  association  who 
thus  saw  tit  to  so  kindly  remember  him,  and 
to  the  poultry  fraternity  in  general,  who  are 
generous  to  a  fault.  After  an  applause,  the 
crowd  carefully  examined  the  gift,  after 
which  Hariey  carefully  placed  it  in  his  pocket 
and  went  to  a  far  otl'  corner  to  vent  his  feel- 
ings in  rapidly  passing  thoughts. 

Next  to  the  broiler  display  came  a  large 
showing  of  eggs,  of  both  white  and  brown. 
Long  View  Poultry  Yards  took  first  on  white ; 
and  Ashley  M.  Gould,  Takoma  Park,  D.  C, 
first  on  brown. 

Two  dressed  capons  were  shown  by  Wm. 
Weaver,  Georgetown,  Washington,  which 
took  fir>t  and  second  prizes.  They  were  a 
Single  Comb  Brown  Leghorn  and  Indian 
Game  cross,  hatched  in  June,  and  killed  the 
day  before  the  opening  of  the  show.  They 
were  .fine  specimens,  and, the  pair  v\-eighed 
sixteen  pounds. 

In  another  building  were  four  rooms  well 
patronizeil,  and  aside  of  the  first  v\-as  secre- 
tary Howard's  office. 

In  room  Xo.  1  the  Columbian  incubator  and 
brooder,  a  local  invention,  was  shown  by  J. 
T.  Butts,  of  Washington.  Alongside  this  dis- 
play the  Stewart  automatic  chicken  feeder 
and  exerciser  (from  Detroit,  Mich.),  was  in 
operation. 

In  room  Xo.  2  the  Pineland  Incubator  Com- 
pany, Jamesburg,  X.  J.,  in  charge  of  Messrs. 
Paxton  and  Davenport,  made  an  excellent 
exhibit,  showing  machines  in  operation,  and 
brooders  replete  with  chicks.  A  novelty  in 
their  line  was  a  Pineland  Pearl,  a  small,  com- 
pact machine  holding  thirty  eggs. 

In  room  Xo.  3  the  Homer  City  Incubator 
Company,  Blairsville,  Pa.,  made  a  creditable 
exiibit ;  and  in  the  same  room  the  H-O  Com- 
pany, X.  Y.,  displayed  poultry  and  other 
foods;  the  Bradley  Fertilizer  Company, 
■  Boston,  Mass.,  showed  samples  of  their  meat 
meal,  grit,  etc. ;  and  a  novel  display  of  models 
showing  a  poultry  farm,  was  an  attraction. 

In  room  Xo.  4  the  Prairie  State  Incubator 
Company,  Homer  City,  Pa.,  gave  a  large 
exhibit,  showing  nineteen  incubators,  all 
sizes,  from  one  hundred  eggs  up  to  four  hun- 
dred capacity:  and  brooders,  sectional,  and  in 
and  out>door.  Hatches  were  made  each  day 
of  the  show,  the  largest  sized  incubators 
hatching  on  Saturday, the  last  day  of  the  exhi- 
bition. The  brooders  were  crowded  with 
chicks.  It  is  really  remarkable  how  Cooper 
does  turn  out  the  little  chicks. 

American  Varieties. 

The  American  class  led  thedisplay  of  fowls. 

The  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  cock  exhibited 
by  W.  L.  Defendorf,Xyaek,  X.  Y'.,  won  first. 
It  was  a  grand  fowl,  but  we  think  the  cock 
shown  by  John  Kidgely  of  H.,  Towsou,  Mil.. 


showed  the  largest  body.  Dr.  A'allie  Haw- 
kins, Fawn  (trove.  Pa.,  had  the  best  hen; 
John  Ridgely  of  H.,  showed  the  best  pullet; 
-V.  E.  Warner.  Lincoln,  \'a.,the  best  breeding 
yard. 

In  But!"  Plymouth  Kocks.  A.  P.  Ingram, 
Jr.,  West  Chester,  Pa.,  led  in  cock,  hen  and 
cockerel;  but  F.  G.  liean,  Fairview  Village, 
Pa.,  took  the  laurels  on  pullet  and  breeding 
yard. 

In  White  Plymouth  Kocks,  Allen  G.  Oliver, 
Xewark,  Del.,  won  on  cock,  hen  and  pullet; 
E.  Reese  Pitcher,  Arlington,  Md.,  on  cock- 
erel; and  J.  F.  Defaudorf,  Garret  Park,  M<l., 
on  breeding  yard. 

In  Silver  Wyaudottes,  W.  Q.  Minturn, 
Warwick,  X.  Y.,  led  on  cock;  Oliver  on  hen 
and  pullet;  and  .1.  M.  Ilamblin,  Viei\na,  Va., 
on  cockerel.  Wm.  Weaver,  Georgetown,  had 
the  best  breeding  yard. 

In  Golden  Wyandottes,  Oliver  won  ou  cock 
and  hen;  and  H.  D.  Mason  A  Sons,  Fabius,  X. 
Y.,  on  cockerel  and  pullet. 

In  White  Wyandottes,  A.  P.  Groves,  Chest- 
nut Hill,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  had  the  best 
cockerel;  while  the  Uplands  Poultry  Yards, 
Carroll,  Md.,  had  the  best  pullet  and  breeding 
yard.

Minorca  and  Lieghorn  Combs  Lopping 
Over. 

A  correspondent,  who  says  he  is  a  constant, 
reader  of  Farm-Poultry,  writes  that  he 
hatched  some  Black  Minorca  chickens  last 
spring,  and  of  the  pullets  two  have  large 
combs  which  lop  over;  one  has  a  medium 
sized  comb,  which  stands  erect;  the  others 
have  smaller  combs,  also  standing  erect.  A 
friend  and  himself  have  been  engaged  in  the 
discussion  as  to  which  is  the  correct  Minorca 
comb.  He  believes  it  is  the  one  which  droops 
over  the  eye  so  much  as  to  almost  conceal  it, 
while  the  friend  claims  that  the  smaller  is  the 
correct  comb — and  be  appeals  to  us  for  infor- 
mation. 

We  can  hardly  take  our  friend's  word  for  it 
that  he  has  been  a  constant  reader  of  this 
paper.  If  he  has,  he  hasn't  been  a  careful 
one,  else  he  would  have  seen  very  numerous 
illustrations  of  Minorca  and  Leghorn  combs  in 
its  pages.  We  wrote  and  told  him  that  the 
large  comb  lopping  over  so  much  as  to  con- 
ceal the  eye  was  a  typical  Minorca  and  Leg- 
horn comb ;  and  that  the  smaller  ones  wei-e 
probably  medium,  undeveloped  combs,  which 
would  lop  over  when  the  birds  became  fully 
mature. 

.Just  to  satisfy  ourselves  as  to  this  matter  of 
illustration,  the  writer  looked  through  the  last 
volume  of  F.-P.,  and  is  astonished  that  our 
friend  should  ask  the  question  that  he  does, 
after  the  great  number  of  illustrations  which 
we  have  published  in  it.  There  are  illustra- 
tions of  correct  Leghorn  and  Minorca  combs 
as  follows:  Page  152,  April  !5;  page  !58, 
April  15;  177,  May  1st;  236,  June  !5th;  front 
cover,  August  1st;  277,  August  1st;  front 
cover,  October  1st;  357,  October  15th;  358, 
October  loth;  front  cover,  November  1st;  374, 
November  1st;  375,  November  1st;  front 
cover,  November  15th,  in  that  one  voIunTe.

WriUcu  for  Fakm-Povltky. 

The  t-ritioiMu  I>y  Mr.  Pollard,  aiul  the 
e«iitorial  oouiineuts  l>y  Mr.  Huuter,  iu  Uet'inu- 
l«er  l?t  F.-P..  of  the  polii-y  of  breeiliug  White 
■\Vyanilot'e*  to  a  larjrer  size,  oomiiis:  as  they 
Jo  from  two  *ui  h  well  known  pniotical  poul- 
trymeu,  deserve  more  than  orvliuary  cousiilera- 
tion. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  enter  into  a  contro- 
versy on  the  subjet't,  for  it  is  barely  possible 
that  a  compsrison  of  notes  will  prove  that  we 
are  not  so  very  far  apart  iu  our  opinions  after 
all.  While  I  am  not  pivpared  as  yet  to  accept 
the  extreme  position  taken  by  Mr.  Hunter, 
yet  I  am  free  to  admit  that  in  a  measure  he  is 
light;  but  I  think  he  goes  to  the  other  ex- 
treme, when  there  is  a  happy  raeilium  between. 

I  l>ec:une  convinced,  some  time  airo.  that  it 
was  not  the  best  policy  to  keep  on  increasing 
the  size  of  White  Wyandottes,  although  I  am 
confident  it  can  l>e  done  without  injury  to  the 
breeti.  Eight  and  nine  pound  hens  and  ten 
and  eleven  pound  cocks  have  t)een  proiluced 
that  showetl  none  of  the  sluggishness  referred 
to  by  Mr.  Hunter.  Of  course,  such  birds  are 
longer  in  maturing,  and  do  not  begin  to  lay  as 
quickly  as  the  smaller  ones;  but  as  far  as  I 
can  discover,  that  is  their  only  fault. 

I  care  nothing  al>out  seeing  the  weights 
changed  in  the  standan.1.  The  standard  is 
made  for  the  fancier,  and  practical  men  can 
follow  or  ignore  it  as  they  see  lit.  Before 
leaving  the  subject  I  wish  to  pay  my  respects 
to  the  standard,  and  try  and  show  what  it  has 
done  for  the  White  Wyandotte  breed.  In  the 
scale  of  points  forjudging  White  Wyanflottes. 
weight  counts  but  six  out  of  the  possible  one 
hundred.  Wattles  and  ear-lolies  are  given  as 
much  consideration  as  weight,  namely,  six 
points;  while  comb  is  of  decidedly  more  con- 
sequence, and  is  rated  eight.  Xo  other  point 
is  rated  lower  than  six,  so  weight  must  be 
considereil  of  very  little  account  —  and  such 
indeed  seems  to  Xte  the  case.  In  the  strife  to 
get  the  perfect  comb,  the  red  earlobe  and 
other  unimport^int  points,  weight  has  been 
neglected ;  and  as  it  was  soon  discovered  that 
a  judicious  mixture  of  Leghorn  blootl  would 
help  out  on  comb  and  symmetry,  a  race  of 
fowls  has  Ijeen  bred  up  where  the  females  will 
weigh  from  four  to  live  pounds,  and  the  males 
from  six  to  eight.  They  make  model  show 
birds,  for  they  can  he  forced  almost  or  quite 
to  standard  weight,  and  kept  there  long 
enough  to  show  them. 

But  the  eggs  they  lay.  My  dear  Mr. 
Editor,  did  you  think  of  that  when  yon 
advocated  "birds  of  standard  weight,  and 
even  a  little  less?"  As  one  of  my  customers 
wrote  me  after  receiving  some  eggs  from  some 
of  these  exhibition  birds,  "  they  (the  eggs) 
were  small  as  bantams,  and  white  as  chalk." 
Doubtless  this  was  a  little  exaggerated,  but 
still  it  is  well  known  the  standard  bred  White 
Wyandotte  lays  a  very  inferior  egg — small  and 
light  colored,  and  one  has  only  to  search  the 
files  of  F.-P.  to  find  abundant  evidence  on  the 
subject.  These  little  hens  are  splendid  l-iyers 
— there's  no  question  about  that,  (so  are  Leg- 
horns) and  to  the  farmer  who  keeps  only  a  few 
hens,  and  carries  the  eggs  to  the  country 
store,  where  "an  egg  is  an  egg,"  or  to  the 
broiler  man  whose  interest  in  an  egg  begins 
and  ends  in  the  chicken  he  can  get  out  of  it, 
they  are  all  right.  Perhaps  these  small  hens 
are  just  the  thing  for  broilers  and  roasters, 
but  I  have  seen  the  White  Wyandotte-Light 
Brahma  cross  recommended  so  frequently  and 
highly  for  this  purpose  that  I  had  formed 
the  opinion  that  a  little  more  meat  was  not 
objectionable. 

The  class  of  poultrymen  who,  I  imagine  are 
the  most  interested  in  this  discussion,  are  those 
who  make  a  specialty  of  raising  eggs,  and  to 
whom  the  broiler  question,  while  important, 
is  of  secondary  consideration.  They  want 
eggs  of  a  size  and  color  that  will  bring  a  pre- 
mium over  common  eggs.  White  Wyandottes 
found  no  favor  wilh  these  breeders  until  the 
introduction  of  the  "  brown  egg  strain,"  and 
since  then  they  have  enjoyed  a  boom  which 
rivaled  that  of  the  justly  celebrated  brown  egg 
strain  B.  P.  Uocks,  and  which,  if  breeders 
keep  their  heads  level,  will  far  exceed  it. 

AVe  Vermonters  feel  not  a  little  proud  that 
this  large,  dark  egg  strain  should  have  origin- 
ated with  us.  While  I  can  claim  none  of  the 
bonor  for  myself  (that  belonging  entirely  to 


my  friend  Mack),  yet  I  was  ipiick  to  see  that 
they  possessed  more  good  qualities  than  any 
other  breed  of  fowls  on  earth,  and  have  bred 
them  exclusively  ever  since —  and  my  faith  in 
tlicm.  instead  of  waning,  is  growing  stronger 
every  day.  As  genonil  purpose  fowls  they 
are  as  far  ahead  of  the  "standard  bred," 
small,  white  egg  Wyandottes  as  the  electric 
light  is  ahead  of  the  old  "  tallow  dip  ! 

Of  one  thing  I  am  convinced,  that  to  get 
these  lai^  eggs  we  must  have  a  large  hen. 
Xow,  right  here  I  would  like  to  know  what 
the  gentlemen  consider  a  "  standard  weight " 
hen.  A  hen  that  weighs  five  to  five  and  one- 
half  pounds  in  good  laying  condition  can  be 
forcetl  up  to  nearly  or  quite  six  and  one-half 
pounds.  Another  hen  in  ordinary  laying  con- 
dition will  weigh  six  and  one-half  pounds 
without  forcing.  If  you  will  accept  the  latter 
as  the  standard  bird,  we  shall  not  disagree. 
As  it  is  impossible  to  secure  exact  uniformity 
of  size,  I  would  not  discard  a  laying  hen  from 
my  breeding  pens  if  she  weighed  only  six 
pounds  if  not  fat ;  but  below  that,  I  would  not 
go.  Experience  has  taught  me  that  only  from 
hens  of  this  weight,  six  to  seven  pounds,  and 
pullets  from  five  to  six,  in  laying  condition, 
can  you  expect  to  get  large  eggs  —  say  seven 
to  the  pound.  Pullets  of  this  size  mature 
quickly  enough  to  make  good  fall  and  winter 
layers*  Larger  will  arrive  at  laying  maturity 
later;  smaller  ones  will  lay  too  small  eggs. 
This  is  the  "  happy  mean." 

There  is  one  point  that  might  be  urged  in 
favor  of  these  large,  slow  maturing  pullets. 
When  they  do  begin  to  lay  their  eggs  are 
much  larger  than  those  of  pullets  that  have 
been  forced  to  early  lajing  maturity.  Eggs 
from  these  too  precocious  pullets  are  often  too 
small  to  be  salable.  Then  too  early  laying  has 
a  tendency  to  check  growth,  and  the  early 
laying  j)ullet  will  never  mature  into  a  full 
sized  bird.  In  other  w  ords,  she  is  a  "stunted  " 
bird,  and  as  a  breeder  is  not  worth  as  much 
as  the  bird  that  comes  nearer  getting  her 
growth  before  settling  down  to  business. 
Forcing  inillets  to  ear*ly  laying,  and  checking 
their  growth,  will  surely  result  in  deteriora- 
tion of  the  breed.  We  find  a  parallel  to  this 
in  breeding  dairy  stock.  It  is  possible  to  have 
a  heifer  with  calf  by  her  side  when  only 
eighteen  months  of  age,  and  sometimes  less; 
but  this  is  never  allowed.  It  forever  stunts 
the  growth  of  the  heifer  and  of  her  ottspriug 
— and  to  practice  such  a  course  would  ruin 
any  breed.  If  this  be  true  in  one  case  why 
not  in  the  other?  All  admit  that  the  growth 
of  a  cockei?l  may  be  checked  by  putting  him 
in  the  breeding  pen  when  too  young.  If  the 
growth  of  the  cockerel  may  be  checked,  why 
not  that  of  the  pullet? 

Is  there  any  reason  for  forcing  a  pullet  to 
early  laying  except  to  catch  the  high  prices 
that  prevail  through  the  late  fall  months? 
Perhaps  some  will  say,  "  Isn't  that  reason 
enough?"  If  a  pullet  is  given  more  time  in 
which  to  make  her  growth  will  she  not  lay 
enough  more  eggs,  and  will  not  her  stock  be 
enough  better,  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of 
those  few  eggs  when  the  high  prices  were 
ruling?  Many  breeders  whose  facilities  for 
raising  early  chicks  are  so  limited  as  to  render 
it  impossible  to  replace  their  laying  stock 
entirely  with  early  pullets,  prefer  wintering 
over  their  yearling  hens.  Surely  during  this 
second  year  you  will  receive  a  substantial 
benefit  from  the  increased  health  and  vigor  of 
your  rugged  full  sized  hens. 

In  support  of  this  idea  that  these  larger 
birds  are  the  best  breeders  also,  in  opposition 
to  Mr.  Hunter's  statement  that  the  small  birds 
are  the  better  layers,  I  wish  to  quote  from 
Mr.  Robinson's  article  in  Aug.  15th  F.-P.  Mr. 
E.  says,  "  As  layers  I  have  found  Lt.  Brahma, 
Buff  Cochin  and  B.  P.  Rock  hens  that  were  of 
standard  weight  or  heavier,  better  layers  and 
better  breeders  than  the  smaller  ones."  If 
this  is  true  of  Brahma,  Cochin  and  Rocks, 
why  not  of  Wyandottes? 

What  experience  Mr.  Hunter  may  have  had 
with  large  Wyandottes  aside  from  those  which 
he  obtained  from  Vermont,  I  know  nothing; 
but  this  I  do  know,  that  the  large,  dark  egg 
strain  were  brought  to  their  present  size,  and 
the  size  and  color  of  eggs  established,  only  by 
a  pretty  stiff  course  of  inbreeding;  and  I 
believe  it  is  to  that  and  nothing  else  that  this 
"  sluggishness"  is  due.  Happily,  this  inbreed- 
ing is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Other  breeders  have 
been  working  on  the  same  lines,  and  fresh  blood 
Is  now  obtainable  where  formerlv  it  was  not. 


The  perfect  hen  has  not  yet  been  produced  ; 
but,  to  niy  mind,  more  good  ciualities  are  com- 
bined in  the  large,  dark  egg  White  Wyandottes 
than  in  any  other  strain  or  lireed.  They  stand 
at  the  head  as  broilers.  For  roasters  they  arc 
the  equal  of  any,  and  superior  to  most.  As 
layers  they  are  excelled  only  by  the  Mediter- 
raneans. These  qualities  combined  with  the 
fact  that  they  lay  the  finest  eggs  of  any  breed, 
make  them  easily  the  most  popular  general 
purpose  fowl  in  existence. 

If  we  breed  them  down  in  size,  and  decrease 
the  size  of  the  egg,  will  they  retain  their  hold 
on  popular  favor?  "  There's  the  rub."

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Too  Many  Poultry  Papers. 

The  writer  was  called  upon,  at  the  banquet 
of  the  Kochester  Poultry  Association  last 
month,  to  respond  to  the  toast,  "  The  Poultry 
Press,"  and  ventured  to  say  that  he  had  a  very 
poor  opinion  of  the  poultry  press  as  a  whole; 
that  there  were  far  too  many  poultry  papers 
for  the  best  good  of  the  poultry  business; 
that  "  quantity,"  (or  number  of  publications) 
had  taken  the  place  of  "quality;"  and  that 
these  "poor  in  quality "  papers  misrepresent 
the  poultry  interest — an  opinion  which  we  have 
held  for  some  little  time,  and  have  publicly 
expressed  both  in  conversation  and  in  print — 
but  which  was  brought  quite  forcibly  to  mind 
by  an  incident  at  the  late  New  York  show. 

The  circumstance  is  worth  narrating.  A 
gentleman  of  much  experience  in  the  world,  a 
writer  of  note,  came  to  the  Garden  to  meet  a 
friend  whose  "  fad"  is  chickens,  and  being 
ahead  of  the  hour  appointed,  he  amused  him- 
self by  looking  through  some  sample  copies  of 
poultry  papers  which  had  been  "  thrust  upon 
him"  by  over-zealous  canvassers  soon  after  he 
came  in.  We  have  had  a  speaking  acquaint- 
ance with  this  gentleman  for  some  years,  but 
did  not  know  of  his  being  in  the  Garden  until 
we  came  upon  him  sitting  in  one  of  the  lower 
boxes,  an  amused  expression  upon  his  face, 
and  four  poultry  papers  in  his  hand.  "  How 
do  you  do,  Mr.  Hunter?  Pleased  to  see  you. 
Sit  down  a  minute.  I  want  to  ask  a  ques- 
tion." After  we  had  exchanged  greetings  he 
continued,  "Pve  frequently  joked  Tom  about 
his  chicken  hobby ;  but  now  I  want  to  ask 
you,  in  all  seriousness,  if  these  things  are  fair 
samples  of  your  poultry  papers — because,  if 
they  are,  poultry  doesn't  rise  to  the  dignity  of 
'^business'  or  'an  interest,'  or  of  'a  fad,' 
even !  There  is  not  a  thought  worthy  the 
name  in  those  four  sheets,  nor  an  idea  worth 
the  serious  consideration  of  a  man  of  average 
intelligence."  We  assured  him  that  those 
"  things  "  (as  he  called  them)  didn't  represent, 
but  mis-represented,  the  poultry  interest,  and 
had  just  begun  to  tell  him  that  there  were 
poultry  papers  worthy  of  the  name,  when 
"Tom  "  came  up,  and  the  subject  was  dropped. 
What  he  had  said,  however,  set  us  to  think- 
ing, and  the  invitation  to  respond  with  some 
remarks  at  the  Kochester  banquet  kept  us 
thinking  upon  this  subject. 

Was  the  gentleman  right  in  his  character- 
ization of  the  papers  he  had  examined  ?  Is  it 
true  that  "  there  is  not  a  thought  worthy  the 
name  in  those  four  sheets,  nor  an  idea  worth 
the  serious  consideration  of  a  man  of  average 
intelligence?"  If  so  it  behooves  the  poultry- 
men  to  reflect,  because  the  poultrymen  make 
the  poultry  papers,  and  it  is  an  indisputable 
fact  that  the  poultry  papers  are  what  the 
poultrymen  want.  They  must  be  what  the 
poultrymen  want,  else  the  poultrymen  would 
not  pay  out  the  money  for  advertising  and 
subscriptions  upon  which  the  papers  live ;  if 
the  papers  did  not  receive  money  for  subscrip- 
tions and  advertising  they  would  soon  cease 
to  exist. 

It  being  certain,  then,  that  the  poultry 
papers  are  what  the  poultrymen  make  them, 
we  ask  poultrymen  to  consider  whether  those 
papers,  which  eke  out  a  scanty  existence  by 
buttonholing  poultrymen  at  the  shows,  and 
wheedling  subscriptions  or  advertising  orders 
out  of  them,  properly  represent  the  great 
poultry  interest.  Do  they  do  anything  to 
promote  the  good  of  the  cause?  Do  they  help 
anyone  by  intelligible  discussions  of  questions 
of  importance?  Do  they  serve  any  good  end? 

The  way  in  which  they  get  their  scanty 
living  is,  of  itself,  strong  testimony  against 
them.  We  were  talking  with  one  advertiser 
about  his  advertising,  and  what  advertising 
mediums  gave  him  returns  in  the  shape  of 
orders.  "  There's  Tommy's  paper,  now,"  he 
said,  "  it  don't  send  me  an  order  in  a  year. 
Tommy's  a  good  fellow,  and  I  send  him  fifteen 
dollars  each  year,  and  tell  him  to  give  me  as 
good  an  ad.  as  he  can  aflbrd  for  the  money. 
He  sets  up  a  '  card,'  and  runs  it;  but  I  never 
hear  from  it.  Practically  I  give  him  the  fif- 
teen dollars  a  year,  because  he's  a  good  fellow, 
and  I  want  to  help  him  along." 

That  is  all  right,  of  course,  if  one  has  got 
money  to  throw  away;  but,  we  respectfully 
submit  that  it  should  be  charged  to  "charity," 
and  not  to  advertising  expenses.  There  is  a 
point  here,  though,  which  ought  not  to  be 
lost  sight  of.  How  about  the  influence  of  that 
"charity"   upon   others?   Tommy  "works" 


that  card  of  Blank's  for  all  it  is  worth.  He 
button-holes  a  breeder  at  a  show,  and  talks 
advertising  to  him.  The  breeder  says,  "No, 
I've  all  the  advertising  I  need  now."  "But 
you  want  to  get  your  share  of  the  business  — 
and  Blank  is  advertising  in  my  paper.  You 
ought  to  have  your  ad.  in  here  because  you 
don't  want  Blank  to  get  all  the  orders,"  and 
that  argument  frequently  wins  an  order.  We 
know  it  to  be  a  fact  that  gullible  poultrymen 
place  their  advertising  orders  with,  and  pay 
cash  tOj  these  weak  and  circulationless  papers 
solely  because  "Blank"  has  his  ad.  in  them. 
Isn't  Blank  guilty  of  contributory  negligence 
in  allowing  his  ad.  to  appear  in  those  papers, 
and  so  helping  the  Tommies  to  deceive?  If 
Blank  wants  to  give  Tommy  fifteen  dollars  he 
has  a  perfect  right  so  to  do ;  but  he  has  no 
right  to  give  Tommy  a  lever  to  pry  money 
out  of  other  people's  pockets  with.  By  doing 
so  he  is  aiding  the  Tommies  in  their  decep- 
tion. 

An  example  of  the  way  in  which  these 
worthless  papers  sap  the  vitality  out  of  the 
poultrymen,  very  much  as  parasites  sap  the 
vitality  of  our  fowls,  came  to  our  notice  at 
this  same  New  York  show.  A  well  known 
poultryman  was  talking  with  a  man  of  lesser 
experience  about  advertising,  and  said :  "  I 
advertise  in  four  papers.  Two  of  those  I 
don't  get  orders  enough  from  to  pay  for  the 
advertising;  another  I've  never  got  an  order 
from ;  but  the  other  pays  me  pretty  well ;  still, 
I  can't  see  the  promising  outlook  that  some  of 
the  breeders  say  they  see."  "Did  you  ever 
advertise  in  Farm-Poultry?"  asked  the 
younger  man.  "I'es,  one  year,  and  I  got 
orders  from  it,  too  —  but  their  rates  are  high. 
Why,  I  get  my  ad.  carried  in  four  papers  for 
what  I  would  have  to  pay  Farm-Poultry 
alone." 

flow  short  sighted  that  is.  Here  is  a  man 
giving  his  advertising  money  to  four  papers, 
three  of  which  don't  pay  in  amount  of  orders 
for  what  the  advertising  costs,  and  shutting 
his  eyes  to  the  fact  that  his  ad.  in  Farm- 
Poultry  would  reach  five  times  as  many 
people  as  in  all  the  other  four  together.  Not 
only  would  it  reach  five  times  as  many  jjeople, 
but  it  would  reach  "readers"  and  buyers.  It 
is  a  fact  that  F.-P.  is  read  more  carefully 
than  any  other  poultry  paper  in  America — 
and  it  is  the  paper  that  is  "read''  that  pays  its 
advertisers  with  orders.  The  papers  which 
the  gentleman  in  Madison  Square  Garden 
called  "things"  are  not  read— there  is  nothing 
in  them  to  read !  "There  is  not  a  thought 
worthy  the  name  in  those  four  sheets,  nor  an 
idea  worth  the  serious  consideration  of  a  man 
of  average  intelligence,"  said  he, — and  he  was 
right  I  They  are  not  read,  because  there  is 
nothing  in  them  to  read,  and  they  do  not  repay 
their  advertising  patrons  with  orders,  because 
the  people  who  take  them  never  see  the  few 
advertisements  there  may  be  in  them. 

Are  we  not  right,  then,  in  saying  there  are 
far  too  many  of  these  "  things  "  in  existence, 
and  are  they  not  precisely  like  the  parasites 
that  prey  upon  our  fowls?  Webster's  Inter- 
national Dictionary  defines  a  parasite  as  "  an 
wnimal  which  lives  during  the  whole  or  part 
of  its  existence  on  or  in  the  body  of  some 
other  animal,  feeding  upon  its  food,  blood  or 
tissues,  as  lice,  tapeworms,  etc."  Doesn't 
that  exactly  describe  these  "things,"  which 
are  feeding  upon  the  pockets  of  their  unsus- 
pecting victims?  Wouldn't  the  poultry  busi- 
ness of  the  United  States  today  be  vastly 
better  ofl',  be  in  a  more  healthy  and  prosperous 
condition,  if  a  large  majority  of  these  "things" 
were  exterminated,  just  as  we  exterminate 
the  vermin  on  our  fowls? 

We  believe  it  would. 


MARKET  REVIEW. 

Eggs. —  The  market  has  been  dropping 
steadily,  and  no  western  eggs  are  worth  over  15 
cents,  while  the  fancy  near-by  will  not  bring 
more  than  20  cents.  The  price  is  largely  con- 
trolled by  the  weather  —  and  sudden  fluctua- 
tions are  liable  at  any  time. 

The  stock  in  storage  is  5,000  cases  —  2,000 
less  than  a  year  ago  at  this  time. 

Poultry. —  The  supply  is  ahead  of  the 
demand ;  hence  prices  are  weak,  with  a  declin- 
ing tendency.  No  turkeys  are  worth  over  15 
cents ;  and  New  England  chickens  range  from 
12  to  15  cents. 


Poultry  Calendar  for  February. 

Burn  a  pound  of  sulphur  in  each  pen,  the 
first  day  of  the  month,  so  you  will  not  for- 
get it. 

Clean  up  the  droppings  every  morning. 
Kerosene  the  roosts  and  nest  boxes  once  a 
week. 

Change  the  litter  in  the  nest  boxes  every 
week  or  two,  and  sprinkle  liberally  with 
insect  powder. 

Scald  the  drinking  vessels  once  a  week. 

There  is  very  little  diflference  in  the  work 
for  January  and  February.  The  same  rules 
are  applicable  to  both  months.  In  many  local- 
ities February  is  considered  the  worst  month 
in  the  year,  the  weather  generally  being  more 
changeable  and  severe.  If  the  fowls  are  com- 
fortably quartered  and  cared  for,  these  changes 
are  easily  met,  and  egg  production  will  not  be 
aft'ected,;  but  if  the  hens  must  rough  it  during 
these  decided  changes,  there  is  likely  to  be  a 
big  falling  off'  in  the  yield. 

Generally  speaking,  hens  that  have  been  but 
ordinary  layers  duringthe  past  winter  months, 
will  now  begin  to  shell  out  the  eggs.  Pullets, 
too,  that  were  late  hatched  and  did  not  lay 
during  the  winter,  will  now  begin,  provided 
they  have  not  been  stunted  during  cold 
weather. 

Among  the  heavy  winter  layers  there  will 
be  signs  of  broodiness,  and  if  warm  houses 
can  be  provided  in  which  to  set  the  hens  and 
raise  the  young,  those  who  are  not  using  incu- 
bators can  get  out  some  early  chicks  for  their 
ovpn  table  use.  In  Asiatics,  hatches  in  Febru- 
ary and  March  give  desirable  birds  for  fall 
showing;  but  for  winter  egg  production  it 
would  be  too  early. 

February  is  an  excellent  month  is  which  to 
market  capons,  there  being  a  good  demand  for 
them. 

The  latter  part  of  this  month  the  ducks 
should  begin  laying.  There  will  probably  be 
but  a  few  eggs  at  first,  but  the  start  is  usually 
made. 

Take  advantage  of  every  nice  day,  and  clean 
up  about  the  farm.  If  fruits  are  raised  with 
the  poultry,  this  is  the  month  to  trim  the  vines 
and  trees. 

Keep  the  incubators  hard  at  work,  for 
chicks  hatched  this  and  next  month  will  com- 
mand good  prices  at  twelve  weeks  of  age. 

Large,  soft  roasting  chickens  are  in  most 
demand  this  month,  and  command  good 
prices.  The  demand  for  broilers  improves 
this  month,  with  prices  about  five  cents  a 
pound  better  than  during  January.  Eggs  will 
average  from  five  to  ten  cents  a  dozen  less  this 
month  than  last.  Chickens  hatched  last  Sep- 
tember, if  good,  soft,  yellow  nieated,  com- 
mand a  ready  sale  at  good  prices. 

During  this  month  give  the  fowls  and  chicks 
the  freedom  of  their  yards  when  the  v\'eather 
is  fine,  but  have  it  comfortably  provided  in 
the  house  so  they  can  feel  contented  indoors 
during  heavy  wind,  rain  or  snow  storms. 

Keep  a  lookout  on  the  condition  of  the  stock 
at  this  season.  If  you  have  erred  in  feeding, 
there  may  be  overfat  or  liver  troubles,  or  indi- 
gestion, or  looseness  of  the  bowels  that  must 
be  remedied  at  once.  Very  often  by  making 
the  fowls  do  more  exercising,  and  changing 
the  food  to  such  kinds  as  will  best  fit  their 
conditions,  sickness,  so  common  in  the  early 
spring,  will  be  avoided. 

Hens  that  have  been  slack  in  their  laying 
during  the  winter,  and  have  been  generously 
fed,  are  almost  as  a  rule  in  a  too  fat  condition. 
They  will  begin  the  laying  season  with  soft 
shell  and  double  yolked  eggs. 

Pullets,  too,  will  have  the  same  trouble,  and 
one  cannot  be  too  particulai'  in  properly  grow- 
ing up  the  stock  for  breeding  purposes.  When 
pullets  are  too  fat,  they  have  a  great  trouble 
to  produce  their  first  eggs. 

When  pruning  the  fruit  trees,  it  is  a  good 
time  to  chop  up  the  wood  in  certain  lengths 
and  charring  it.  If  a  large  wood  burning 
stove  can  be  obtained,  enough  charcoal  can 
thus  be  made  to  supply  the  poultry  the  entire 
year.  It  can  be  saved  either  in  a  granulated 
or  powdered  form,  but  should  be  kept  in 
covered  tin  cans.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
repeat  the  value  of  charcoal  in  the  food -for 
both  fovyls  and  chicks — our  readers  know 
that.   Yet  how  many  do  neglect  using  it. 

So  let  February  be  a  month  of  cleaning  up 
and  preparing  for  spring  work.  What  can  be 
done  now  will  be  considerable  labor  saved  at 
a  season  when  there  is  so  much  to  do.

Quite  a  Contrast. 

We  received  a  letter  a  few  days  ago  asking 
us  to  recommend  some  one  of  whom  our  cor- 
respondent could  buy  five  hundred  or  six 
hundred  White  Wyandotte  or  Plymouth  Eock 
eggs  for  incubators,  and  the  statement  was 
added,  "  I  had  only  twenty  fertile  eggs  out  of 
two  hundred,  last  month." 
^[This  is  in  remarkable  contrast  to  a  case 
which  came  to  our  notice  at  the  New  Y'ork 
show.  While  looking  over  the  incubator 
exhibits,  our  attention  was  attracted  to  the 
remarkably  good  showing  of  egg  shells  piled 
on  top  of  the  "  Star"  incubator.  We  do  not 
mean  the  size  of  the  pile  so  much  as  the  clean, 
even  break  of  the  cap  from  the  egg.  Almost 
every  shell  seemed  to  be  perfectly  bioken 
around,  and  the  cap  thrown  oft",  or  tipped  off, 
the  indications  of  a  most  perfect  hatch.  On 
complimenting  the  operator  upon  the  fine 
appearance  of  the  shells,  he  told  us  that  he 
was  himself  much  pleased  with  it,  and  said 
that  it  was  quite  remarkable,  as  be  had  picked 
up  his  eggs  in  country  stores — and,  what  was 
quite  a  surprise  to  him, had  got  three  hundred 
and  sixty  fertile  eggs  out  of  six  hundred  that 
he  had  bought.  As  the  New  Y'ork  show 
opened  December  28th,  and  those  eggs  were 
then  due  to  hatch,  they  must  have  been  laid 
the  last  of  November  or  the  very  first  days  of 
December,  and  to  get  sixty  per  cent  fertilty  in 
eggs  picked  up  iu  stores  at  that  time,  is  cer- 
tainly very  remarkable. 

We  wonder  how  many  poultry  farmers 
could  turn  out  eggs  the  last  of  November, 
which  would  show  sixty  per  cent  fertility.  It 
is  true  that  we  had  a  favorable  season  through 
November  and  the  first  of  December,  and  the 
birds  could  be  out  of  doors  most  of  the  time. 
Still  that  sixty  per  cent  fertility  in  store  eggs 
is  surprising. 


Ttey  Certainly  Meant  What  They 
Said. 

The  writer  was  not  a  little  amused  to 
receive  two  orders  in  one  mail  for  birds  to 
breed  for  business  purposes  only.  Each 
claimed  that  he  didn't  want  fancy  stock,  but 
wanted  purely  business  fowls,  and  the  letter 
head  of  one  of  them  publicly  professed  that 
he  bred  White  Wyandottes  for  broilers.  Hav- 
ing a  few  birds  that  fitted  the  description, 
(birds  which  we  had  culled  out  from  the 
breeding  pens,  and  put  iu  the  pen  of  layers) 
we  filled  the  orders  as  an  experiment,  fully 
expecting  a  savage  "  kick "  from  both  cus- 
tomers, and  were  agreeably  disappointed  at 
receiving,  from  each,  letters  saying  that  the 
birds  were  just  what  they  wanted,  that  they 
were  very  much  pleased  with  them. 

This  experience  clearly  proves  that  some 
men  really  want  what  they  say  they  want 
when  they  send  a  small  price  for  birds  with 
the  statement  that  they  do  not  want  fancy 
stock.  Far  too  often,  men  making  that  state- 
ment want  good  breeding  stock,  but  hope  to 
get  it  at  a  half  or  a  third  of  its  value,  and  if 
you  send  them  what  they  really  ask  for,  they 
are  grievously  disappointed.  Vi^e  have  talked 
with  many  breeders  upon  this  subject,  and 
they  all  agree  that  it  is  the  man  who  buys  low 
price  birds  that  does  the  kicking,  even  if  he 
gets  better  than  he  pays  for.  When  poultry 
raisers  come  to  realize  that  when  they  buy 
cheap  stock  they  getcheap  stock,  just  as  when 
they  buy  cheap  shoes  they  get  cheap  shoes, 
or  buy  a  low  priced  watch,  they  get  a  low 
priced  watch,  just  as  soon  as  poultry  raisers 
get  to  realize  that  fact,  much  of  the  dissatis- 
faction will  be  done  away  with,  and  the  poul- 
try business  will  be  iu  a  healthier  condition.

White  Wyandottes."  ou  pai^re  4!>.ilr.  Vaughan 
criticises  the  iKvsition  taken  by  Mr.  Pollard  and 
endorsed  liy  the  writer,  in  Dei-eml>or  1st 
Farm-Poi  ltky.  respectiui;  the  size  of  MTiite 
Wyandotte*;  and  while  it  is  perhaps  not  nec- 
essary that  we  should  reply  to  it  in  detail, 
there  are  some  points  in  it  which  it  would  be 
well  to  discuss.  Mr.  Vaus;hau  says,  at  the 
outset,  that  it  is  possible  a  comparison  of  notes 
will  prove  that  we  are  not  so  very  fur  apart  in 
our  opinions — and  we  expect  to  show  him 
that  l>efore  we  get  through,  ilr.  Vaughan 
says  he  became  convinced,  some  time  ago,  that 
it  was  not  the  l^est  policy  to  keep  on  increasing 
the  size  of  White  Wyandottes,  which  is  pre- 
cisely the  position  of  Mr.  Pollard  and  the 
editor  of  this  paper;  and  since  the  White 
Wyandotte  is  naturally  a  six  and  a  half  pound 
hen  and  an  eight  and  a  half  pound  co<-k,  we 
are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  eight  and 
nine  pound  hens  and  ten  and  eleven  pound 
cocks  have  more  waste  in  the  carcasses,  and 
are  naturally  slower  maturing  and  more  slug- 
gish laying  birds. 

Mr.  Vaughan  dwells  at  some  length  upon 
the  small,  show  White  Wyandottes,  ami  says 
they  can  be  forced  almost,  or  quite  to  standanl 
weight,  which  shows  exactly  the  difference 
between  our  positions.  We  were  not  discus- 
sing the  small,  show  White  Wyandottes  of  the 
fancy  breeder  at  all,  and  have  nothing  to  say 
in  defense  of  a  bird  that  has  got  to  be  forced 
to  brin^  it  up  to  weight.  We  believe  in  breed- 
ing birds  that  shall  l>e  up  to  standanl  weight 
in  normal  laying  condition,  and  we  believe 
that  '5  the  liest  all  round  Wyandotte,  and  that 
that  bird,  at  standanl  weight  in  normal  laying 
condition,  will  lay  more  eggs  thau  a  larger 
bird,  and  the  ^gs  will  be  the  best  average 
size  for  either  market  or  hatching  purposes. 

Mr.  Vaughan  lays  stress  upon  the  phrase, 
'•birds  of  a  standard  weight,  or  even  a  little 
less;"  but  in  writing  this  we  did  not  mean 
just  that.  What  we  did  mean  was  birds  up 
to,  or  perhaps  a  little  below,  standard  weight 
in  normal  laying  condition.  Of  course  such 
birds  could  lie  forced  tea  pound  or  a  pound 
and  a  half  greater  weight  —  but  that  we  need 
not  consider.  We  had  in  mind  just  about 
standard  weight  birds. 

Mr.  Vaughan  also  discusses  the  birds  of  the 
White  Wyandvjtte-Light  Brahma  cross,  and 
says  that  from  seeing  those  birds  recom- 
mended frequently  and  highly,  he  had  formed 
the  opinion  that  a  little  more  weight  was  not 
objectionable.  Our  experience  has  been  that 
the  females  of  the  White  Wyandotte-Light 
Brahma  cross  rarely  e.xceeded  stjmdard 
White  Wyandotte  weights,  they'  averaging 
from  six  to  seven  pounds  when  sold  to  the 
butcher  at  about  eighteen  months  old. 

Mr.  Vaugiiau  asks  if  there  is  any  reason  for 
forcing  a  pullet  to  early  laying,  excepting  to 
cat*h  the  high  prices  that  prevail  during  the 
late  fall  months,  and  adds,  '•  Perhaps  some 
will  say,  '  Isn't  that  reason  enough?'"  We 
would  most  certainly  say  that  it  was,  and 
give,  as  an  added  reason,  that  the  habit  of 
early  maturing  and  early  laying  will  be  trins- 
mitted  to  its  offspring,  so  that  stock  from  that 
early  layer  will  be  worth  more  to  the  practical 
poultry  raiser  than  stock  raised  from  a  bird 
that  has  been  bred  for  no  practical  purpose 
whatever. 

It  is  quite  time  that  this  question  of  trans- 
mitted traits  should  be  better  understood  by 
poultrymen,  and  that  they  should  select  the 
early  laying  and  prolific  laying  birds  to  breed 
from.  We  want  to  see  birds  that  will  average 
two  hundred  eggs  apiece  within  a  year  of 
laying  maturity,  and  such  stock  will  be  worth 
infinitely  more  than  the  fancy  bred  stock  of 
the  show  room.  Such  birds  have  got  to  have 
bodily  vigor  and  strength,  which  is  another 
way  of  saying  that  they  have  got  to  be  up  to 
standard  size  in  normal  laying  condition. 
Those  are  the  birds  that  will  produce  two 
hundred  eggs  apiece  in  a  year.  It  is  true  that 
the  first  eggs  that  such  a  pullet  will  lay  will 
be  small,  but  is  that  a  sufticient  excuse  for 
breeding  out  of  her  that  early  laying  tendency? 
We  say  most  decidedly  not,  because  with  that 
early  laying  tendency  goes  the  haijit  of  pro- 
lific laying — and  it  is  the  prolific  layer  as  well 
as  the  early  layer  that  we  want.  With  this 
fact  kept  ill  mind,  we  think  it  would  be  read- 
ily seen  that  Mr.  Vaughan's  i)osition  and  ours 
is  not  so  very  different;  and  we  think  that  the 


rnsged,  full  size  hens  Uiat  he  tells  us  about, 
will  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  precisely 
like  the  ones  we  have  argueil  in  favor  of — 
viz.,  binls  that  are  at  or  about  standard  weight 
when  in  normal  laying  condition. 

Mr.  Vaughan  closes ;his  article  with  these 
words,  "But  if  we  breed  them  down  in  size, 
and- decrease  the  size  of  their  egg,  will  they 
retain  their  hold  on  public  favor?  "  We  have 
not  been  arguing  for  breeding  down  in  size,  or 
decreasing  the  size  of  the  egg.  Our  conten- 
tion was  that  it  was  unwise  to  bn-ed  abore 
standard  size;  and  if  Mr.  Vaughan  will  com- 
pare this  article  with  the  comments  we  added 
to  Mr.  Pollard's  letter  in  December  1st  num- 
ber, we  think  he  will  see  that  he  has  mistiiken 
our  position,  and  that  we  are  tniveling  along 
the  same  road.

?so  matter  how  fresh  the  eggs  may  be  that 
you  send  to  market,  the  reliable  merchant,  if 
you  are  unknown  to  him,  will"candle"  them ; 
that  is,  he  will  test  them  by  looking  through 
the  eggs  in  a  dark  place  at  a  strong  light,  and 
should  he  find  only  one  egg  that  is  stale,  your 
whole  lot  will  be  graded  accordingly,  Ivoth- 
ing  is  so  affected  by  suspicion  as  an  egg,  and 
the  only  way  to  secure  the  highest  prices  is  to 
disarm  all  suspicion  by  shipping  no  eggs  to 
market  except  such  as  are  known  by  you  to 
be  strictly  fresh.  Once  let  the  merchant  dis- 
cover that  he  can  depend  on  you,  and  you  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  securing  even  more  than 
the  regular  price,  for  strictly  fresh  eggs  are 
salable  at  all  times,  and  at  special  prices  for 
choice  lots. — Poultry  Keeper, 


A  Remedy  for  Uowei  Trouble. 

Wiilleu  for  Fakm-Poi  i.tuy. 

Last  season  when  our  first  incubator  chicks 
were  a  week  old,  we  discovered  that  some- 
thing was  radically  wrong  with  the  little 
things,  for,  instead  of  showing  a  lively, 
energetic  disposition,  as  they  did  when  first 
hatched,  we  found  them  mopish  and  with 
drooping  wings.  Concluding  it  to  be  the 
fault  of  the  brooder,  we  procured  a  new  ther- 
mometer and  wat*'hed  closely  the  lluctuations 
of  temperature.  Their  quarters  were  kept 
scrupulo\isly  clean,  and  although  indoors  the 
brooder  was  placed  where  a  strong  south 
sunlight  could  pervade  its  every  corner. 
Therefore,  we  were  convinced  that  the  trouble 
was  not  due  to  filth  or  dampness. 

Two  days  after  we  had  first  noticed  the 
dumpish  symptoms  one  of  the  chicks  was 
found  dead,  and  all  the  others  apparently 
suffering  in  various  stages  of  the  disease. 
Now  it  is  not  in  human  nature  for  a  person 
to  vigilantly  supervise  the  idiosyncracies  of  an 
incubator  for  three  whole  weeks,  and  when 
rejoicing  over  his  well  earned  success,  let  the 
reward  of  his  labors  slip  from  him  without 
making  a  sturdy  resistance.  AVe  took  the 
dead  chick  from  the  brooder  and  made  a  care- 
ful examination,  finding  the  bowels  bloated  to 
twice  the  normal  size.  That  it  was  a  case  of 
dysentery  there  could  be  no  doubt,  and 
another  feature  quite  as  alarming  was  the  fact 
that  the  slimy,  watery  discharge,  mingled  and 
dried  with  the  down  about  the  vent,  hail 
completely  sealed  the  opening.  It  was  not 
difficult  for  even  a  novice  to  predict  results 
with  such  a  state  of  affairs.  AVe  at  once  set 
about  to  remove  the  cause,  and  with  a  basin  of 
warm  clean  water  and  soft  sponge  took  each 
unfortunate  sufferer  in  turn  and  carefully 
bathed  it  until  all  accumulations  were  re- 
moved. The  trouble  was  so  far  advanced  in 
several  cases  that  the  chick  had  already  begun 
to  bloat.  After  each  had  been  thoroughly 
washed,  with  a  sharp  pair  of  scissors  all  the 
down  close  about  the  vent  was  clipped  short, 
and  a  teasjioonful  of  melted  lard  was  then 
given  to  each  chick. 

The  lard  was  administered  by  means  of  a 
pipette,  such  as  comes  with  a  Babcock  milk 
tester.  The  warm,  melted  lard  was  drawn 
into  the  pipette,  the  chick's  bill  opened,  antf 
when  the  small  pipe  was  inserted  we  blew  the 
lard  down  its  throat. 

Two  hours  later  W'e  had  reason  to  rejoice  at 
the  inspiration  that  caused  us  to  adopt  this 
remedy,  for  there  was  a  marked  improve- 
ment to  be  seen.  We  kept  close  watch  for 
several  days,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  repeated 
the  washing;  but  gave  no  more  lard,  and 
although  our  next  brood  was  similarly  afi'ected 
we  kept  careful  watch,  and  out  of  nearly 
three  humlred  hatched  during  the  season, 
never  lo>t  another  one  from  that  cause. 
Try  it  I  Johx  E.  Kake. 


Pullets  Growing  W'hile  Liaying. 

The  question  is  sometimes  discussed  whether 
pullets  will  continue  to  grow  after  having 
begun  to  lay.  It  is  well  known  by  experi- 
enced breeders  that  they  will  do  so ;  but  we 
had  good  proof  that  they  will  in  an  account 
which  was  handed  us  the  other  day  by  a 
friend  who  had  some  Light.  Brahma  eggs  last 
spring, of  Mr.  Comey.  A  pullet  hatched  from 
those  eggs  laid  her  first  egg  at  five  mouths  and 
four  days  old,  on  November  5th,  and  weighed 
at  that  time  four  pounds  and  four  ounces. 
She  laid  every  day  for  fifty-nine  days,  which 
in  itself  is  very  remarkalde,  because  pullets 
usually  lay  sluggishly  when  they  first  begin, 
laying  but  two  or  three  eggs  a  week  at  first, 
and  gradually  increasing;  but  this  pullet  not 
only  laid  every  day,  but  continued  to  grow,  so 
that  two  months  from  the  time  she  began  to 
lay  she  weighed  a  good  and  strong  seven 
pounds,  a  gain  of  two  pounds  and  twelve 
ounces  in  weight.  That  w^ould  have  been  a 
good  growth,  irrespective  of  the  egg  output, 
and  the  growth  and  eggs  together  make  cer- 
tainly a  remarkable  showing.

EDITORIAL. 

A  New  Pigeon  Paper. 

We  have  a  personal  letter  from  Mr.  Thomas 
"Wright,  Medford,  Mass.,  who  has  been  well 
known  as  the  pigeon  editor  of  Farm-Poul- 
try, in  which  he  tells  us  he  intends  publish- 
ing an  eight  page  practical  pigeon  paper,  the 
subscription  price  of  which  is  to  be  fifty  cents 
a  year.  It  is  to  be  called  The  Pigeon  Keeper's 
Guide,  and  Mr.  Wright  intends  to  make  it 
"the  means  of  assistance  in  the  pigeon  cote, 
treating  the  subjects  pertaining  to  pigeons 
from  the  standpoint  of  utility,  as  well  as 
ornament  and  pastime."  That  Mr.  Wright 
is  well  equipped  for  conducting  such  a  paper, 
his  several  years  work  for  Farm-Poultry 
attests;  and  we  wish  him  all  success  in  the 
new  enterprise.  All  readers  of  this  paper 
who  are  interested  in  practical  pigeons  are 
recommended  to  send  to  Mr.  Wright  for 
prospectus-circular. 

When  the  new  paper  is  started  we  shall 
drop  pigeon  matter  from  our  pages  entirely ; 
we  want  the  space  for  poultry  matters. 
Defective  Letters. 

We  have  frequently  spoken  of  the  letters 
that  come  to  us  unsigned,  or  without  an 
intelligible  address,  or  defective  in  one  way  or 
another,  and  it  certainly  is  discouraging  for  a 
busy  man  to  receive  so  many  such  as  come  to 
this  desk.  Jlere,  in  one  day's  mail  is  a  letter 
from  Louisville,  Ky.,  signed  "A  Friend," 
asking  about  Belgian  and  German  hares.  We 
could  send  it  to  a  rabbit  breeder  if  we  knew 
who  it  was  from ;  but  it  is  now  of  no  use,  and 
goes  in  the  waste  basket.  Here  is  au  unsigned 
letter  from  Isewton,  Mass.,  probably  written 
by  a  boy. 

Here  is  a  letter  asking  two  questions,  signed 
L.  E.  T.  — no  name,  and  no  address,  although 
the  writer  says, "  I  have  been  a  constant  reader 
of  Farm-Poultry,  and  considers  it  the  best 
of  poultry  papers."  He  certainly  cannot  have 
been  a  careful  reader  of  F.-P.,—  else  he  would 
have  signed  his  letter  and  given  his  address. 

Here  is  a  letter,  personal  to  the  editor,  from 
Midland  Park,  N.  J.,  "Dear  Sir,  Please  send 
me  best  price  ^on  W.  Wyandotte  eggs  in  two 
hundred  lots,  the  brown  egg  strain  you  adver- 
tise in  Faem-Pouxtry."  That  is  all  — no 
signature,  not  even  a  "  Yours  truly." 


Here  Is  another,  apparently  from  a  lady, 
telling  how  to  make  a  good  cup  of  cofl'ee;  and 
the  writer  sent  it  in  "  to  pay  for  a  three 
months  subscription  to  Farm-Poultry.  If 
not  according  to  your  rules  to  send  in  this  way, 
use  my  article,  and  send  me  a  single  copy." 

It  is  not  according  to  our  rules, —  and,  alas; 
the  signature  is  wholly  undecipherable; — the 
address  ditto.  The  latter  is  1053  some  ave., 
somewhere,  but  so  beclouded  by  chirographic 
gymnastics  that  we  cannot  even  return  it  to 
the  writer. 

Oh  dear!   Oh  dear!! 

Doesn't  Want  to  Wait  to  Grow. 

We  had  a  call,  a  day  or  two  ago,  from  a 
man  who  is  a  type  of  quite  a  large  class.  He 
remarked,  after  he  had  looked  through  one  of 
our  long  houses,  and  commented  upon  the 
fourteen  pens  of  White  Wyandottes  which 
we  had,  "  I  wish  I  was  where  you  are.  There 
would  be  some  satisfaction  if  one  could  have 
such  a  house  full  of  birds  as  this."  AV'e  told 
him  frankly  that  he  could  get  such  a  house 
full  of  birds  in  time;  but  that  if  he  had  the 
money  to  buy  those  birds  at  the  start  he 
probably  wouldn't  do  as  well  with  them  as  he 
would  if  he  started  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder 
and  worked  up.  We  told  him  that  all  of  the 
successful  poultrymen  that  we  knew  began 
small,  and  cited  the  published  stories  of  Ml'. 
Wyckoff  in  October  1st  number,  and  Knapp 
Bros,  in  October  15th  number,  both  of  whom 
started  with  a  couple  of  dozen  birds.  We 
told  him  that  was  the  way  we  started  our 
poultry  farm,  and  we  kept,  here  on  this  farm, 
only  twenty-two  birds  the  first  year,  and  our 
first  year's  account  shows  but  $1.01  profit  — 
but  there  should  be  added  to  that,  an  increase 
to  seventy-five  in  our  laying  stock;  that  is,  we 
raised  seventy-five  pullets,  and  that  increase 
in  itself  was  a  substantial  profit.  We  can  see 
very  plainly  that  if  we  had  started  out  with 
two  or  three  hundred  head  of  laying  stock,  we 
probably  would  have  run  aground  upon  some 
of  the  innumerable  shoals  or  quicksands 
which  threaten  the  poultry  navigator  —  and 
we  now  see,  plainly,  that  it  was  very  much  to 
our  advantage  to  start  with  a  small  flock  of 
birds,  and  grow  gradually  into  a  large  one. 

The  position  is  exactly  what  it  would  be  to 
be  born  into  this  world  a  full  grown  man. 
What  innumerable  blunders  and  stumblings  a 
man  would  be  liable  to  if  he  didn't  have  the 
training  which  comes  through  growth,  upward 
through  childhood  and  boyhood,  into  man- 
hood. The  old  proverb  says,  "There  is  no 
royal  road  to  learning,"  and  that  is  precisely 
so  with  poultry.  There  is  no  royal  road  to 
success  in  it.  It  has  got  to  be  learned  by 
study  and  experience,  just  as  the  problems  of 
life  have  got  to  be  learned  by  study  and  experi- 
ence; and  the  man  who  makes  a  lasting  suc- 
cess is  the  one  who  begins  small,  and  groics. 
It  is  all  right  for  the  child  to  envy  the  man. 
The  achievements  of  the  man  may  seem  great 
to  the  eyes  of  the  child,  but  the  child,  if  he 
only  knows  it,  is  the  man  of  the  future,  and 
the  man  of  today  was  the  child  of  yesterday. 

Uo  not  be  discouraged  because  you  have  to 
begin  at  the  beginning!  That  is  the  way 
every  one  who  succeeds  began. 

Thinlis  We  Should  Cover  the  Earth. 

A  letter  has  just  come  to  our  desk  from  one 
who  is  evidently  a  new  subscriber  to  Farm- 
Poultry.  He  complains  tbat  in  answer  to  a 
question  of  his  we  referred  to  a  back  number, 
which  he  says  he  hasn't  got.  He  then  goes  on 
to  say  that  he  thinks  we  ought  to  reprint,  from 
time  to  time,  those  articles  of  especial  value  to 
beginners  who  come  to  Farm-Poultky  for 
their  instruction  and  then  are  referred  to  a 
back  number. 

While  there  is  some  justice  in  our  friend's 
criticism,  he  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  more  than  one  side  to  the  ques- 
tion. If  we  were  forever  dwelling  upon  the 
A-B-C  side  of  the  business  we  should  never 
make  progress,  and  we  should  never  get  out 
of  the  one  petty  round;  and,  as  the  field  is  a 
broad  one,  and  many  sides  have  to  be  consid- 
ered, we  cannot  devote  all  of  our  space  to 
those  elementary  matters.  We  do  intend  to 
cover  the  most  important  points  as  frequently 
as  once  in  two  years.  For  example,  in  De- 
cember 1st,  1895,  we  reprinted  the  article  on 
"  Feeding  Fowls  for  Eggs,"  which  has  been 
so  eagerly  read  by  large  numbers.  That 
article  it  is  our  intention  to  rewrite  and 
reprint  next  fall.   Another  important  article 


is,  "How  We  Hatch  and  Eaise  Chickens," 
last  printed  in  April,  1S95,  F.-P.,— and  that 
article  we  expect  to  rewrite  and  reprint  in 
March  or  first  of  April,  this  year.  The 
scratching  shed  house  plan  we  illustrated  and 
described  in  May  1st,  1895;  we  expect  to  do 
that  over  again  this  spring.  Such  funda- 
mental matter  it  seems  wise  to  reprint  quite 
as  frequently  as  once  in  two  years;  and,  all 
things  considered,  it  seems  wise  not  to  reprint 
them  more  frequently  than  once  in  two  years, 
since  such  questions  as  they  cover  form  but  a 
small  part  of  the  instruction  required  in  the 
poultry  business. 

Any  recent  back  number  which  our  friend 
may  want  he  can  obtain  for  live  cents  from 
this  office;  hence,  if  any  article  is  referred  to, 
which  he  (being  a  recent  subscriber)  hasn't 
got,  he  can  readily  get  it  if  he  wants  it.  If  it 
is  such  a  one  as  we  have  mentioned  above,  it 
will  come  around  again  in  the  not  distant 
future. 

His  Show  Wasn't  Reported. 

A  letter  from  Cleveland,  Ohio,  (an  anony- 
mous letter,  too,  by  the  way,  as  it  bears  no 
signature),  scolds  us  for  not  publishing  any 
report  of  the  poultry  show  held  in  that  city 
during  the  month  of  December  last,  and  the 
letter  goes  on  to  say :  "  We  patronize  yotir 
journal  twice  a  month  regularly,  and  think  it 
nothing  more  than  justice  to  your  many  read- 
ers here  that  due  mention  should  have  been 
made  of  that  show.  If  defective  in  the  birds 
shown,  tell  us  so,  and  help  us  to  bring  it  up  to 
an  exhibit  of  high  class  stock.  Your  last 
issue,  recently  received,  contains  many 
columns  of  reports  of  shows  in  New  York 
state  and  the  east.  Divide  up  your  patronage, 
extend  your  field  west,  and  you  will  soon  see 
the  result  of  it.  A  trip  by  the  "  editor," 
through  Ohio  and  some  of  the  middle  and 
western  states  would  prove  to  you  that  this 
section  had  l)een  too  long  neglected,  and  should 
be  recognized  in  the  columns  of  Farm-Poul- 
try. There  is  a  feeling  that  your  journal 
caters  more  to  the  east  than  to  the  west,  and  I 
am  not  sure  but  what  the  evidence  on  this 
point  is  conclusive.  There  are  some  fine  poul- 
try farmers  in  this  vicinity,  and  I  think  you 
should  know  it." 

There  is  some  truth  in  what  our  correspond- 
ent claims;  nevertheless,  we  think  he  should 
blame  the  secretary  of  the  Cleveland  show  for 
there  being  no  mention  of  that  show  in  the 
columns  of  this  paper.  The  editor  cannot, 
personally,  visit  all  of  the  shows,  nor  all  the 
large  poultry  farmers,  because  his  time  is 
somewhat  limited,  and  the  mere  routine  work 
of  proof  reading  and  making  up  two  numbers 
a  month  of  this  paper  takes  fully  half  his  time. 
We  cover  as  large  an  extent  of  territory  as  is 
possible  for  us  to  reach,  and  the  only  way  in 
which  we  can  reach  Ohio  and  other  western 
states,  would  be  to  ignore  for  the  time  being 
the  New  England  states  and  New  Y'ork,  which 
are  confessedly  the  poultry  center.  We  have 
had  an  eye  on  Ohio,  and  intend  sometime  to 
visit  poultrymen  there,  just  as  we  visited  many 
in  New  York  last  fall ;  but  the  time  has  come 
when  we  must  depend  more  than  heretofore 
upon  the  secretaries  of  the  shows  for  the  lists 
of  awards  at  those  shows.  If  our  friend  has 
looked  carefully  over  the  January  Ist  number, 
he  has  noticed  that  we  published  the  awards 
at  the  St.  Louis  show,  which  we  were  able  to 
do  because  one  of  the  officials  of  that  show  for- 
warded them  to  us;  and  if  our  Cleveland 
friends  want  the  Cleveland  .«how  recognized, 
they  should  induce  the  secretary  to  have 
duplicate  copies  of  the  awards  sent  to  the 
papers  in  which  they  wish  to  have  reports 
appear. 

It  will  be  manifestly  impossible,  however, 
for  F.-P.  or  any  otherpaper,  to  publish  reports 
of  all  the  shows.  With  something  like 
seventy-five  of  them, great  and  small,  crowded 
into  about  two  months  time,  it  is  manifestly 
impossible  that  we  should  publish  all  of  them.

Mating  for  PuUets. 

The  question  of  mating  to  produce  pullets 
is  very  frequently  brought  up  for  discussion, 
and  a  report  handed  to  us  a  few  days  ago  by 
a  reader  of  this  paper,  may  throw  some  light 
upou  it.

Out  of  one 
hundred  and  four  chicks  hatched  he  raised  an 
even  hundred  to  maturity,  which  is  certainly 
a  very  remarkable  success  in  chicken  raising. 
Of  the  one  hundred  chickens  raised,  twenty- 
eight  were  cockerels  and  seventy-two  were 
pullets,  which  is  certainly  a  remarkable  pro- 
portion, and  would  indicate  that  the  way  to 
produce  pullets  would  be  the  mating  of  pullets 
to  a  two  year  old  cock.  Why  not  try  that,  and 
note  results?

Alfalfa.—  (B.  L.  M.,  New  York) : 
Alfalfa,  cut  fine,  miikes  a  very  good  poultry 
food,  when  steamed. 

Hatchixg  Geese.—  (E.  E.  J.,  New  Hamp- 
shire) :  We  should  prefer  hens  for  batching 
geese  eggs. 

Preseiiving  Eggs.—  (E.  H.  B.,  Massachu- 
setts) :  See  page  176,  May  1,  1896,  issue  of 
Farm-Poultky. 

Low  Land.—  (R.  G.  R.)  :  Low  land  is 
generally  damp,  and  therefore  unfit  for  poul- 
try culture. 

Dampness.—  (S.  K.  G.,  Maryland) :  Damp 
quarters  are  very  often  the  cause  of  canker 
and  bronchitis  in  fowls. 

American  Sebrights.—  (.J.  M.  T.,  Mary- 
land):  The  American  Sebrights  have  died 
out,  the  Silver  Wyandottes  taking  their  place. 

General  Purpose  Fowls.— (M.  F.  G., 
Pennsylvania)  :  No  breeds  are  so  popular  for 
general  purposes  as  our  American  class. 

Amocnt  of  Feed.— (H.  J.  S.,  Massachu- 
setts) :  About  a  quart  of  soft  food  is  right  for 
breakfast  for  eleven  fowls. 

Pasteboard  Cases.— (E.  H.  B.,  Massa- 
chusetts) :  Pasteboard  cases  for  eggs  can  be 
purchased  from  dealers  in  poultry  supplies. 
See  Farm-Poultry  advertising  columns. 

Separating  Sexes.—  (W.  H.  M.,  New 
Mexico) :  Separate  the  cockerels  from  the 
pullets  as  soon  as  the  former  begin  to  show 
attention  to  the  latter. 

Shipping  Eggs.— (E.  H.  B.,  Massachu- 
setts) :  Most  fanciers  prefer  shipping  eggs 
in  baskets,  as  they  are  more  easily  handled 
than  when  in  a  box. 

Linseed  Meal.— (J.  L.  D.,  Massachu- 
setts:) About  four  ounces  of  linseed  meal 
lor  twelve  fowls,  is  the  proper  allowance, 
twice  a  week,  mixed  in  soft  food. 

Broilers.— (B.  H.  B.,  Massachusetts): 
Poultrymen  generally  prefer  the  White 
Wyandotte  fowl  for  broilers.  The  Plymouth 
Rocks  are  considered  next,  of  the  thorough- 
breds. 

Dipping  Fowls.  —  (W.  H.  M.,  New 
Mexico)  :  Personally,  we  do  not  favor  dip- 
ping fowls  in  prepared  vvaler  for  killing  the 
lice.    It  is  not  a  humane  treatment. 

Dark  Comb.— (J.  F.  R.,  Michigan) :  When 
the  comb  darkens,  it  is  generally  due  to 
indigestion.  Good,  sharp  grit  constantly 
before  the  fowls  is  the  best  preventive. 

Chick-Chicic-Er-Re-Kee.-  (Mrs.  J.  C. 
S.,  New  York)  :  Cliick-chick-er-re-kee  was 
manufactured  some  years  ago  in  Philadelphia, 
but  it  does  not  seem  to  be  on  the  market  now. 

Die  on  Nest.— (F.  L.  P.,  New  York) :  Hens 
die  on  the  nest,  generally,  from  two  causes — 
first,  apoplexy;  second,  crop  bound.  Both 
may  be  traced  to  an  overfat  condition. 

Heavy  Breathing.- (E.  B.  S.,  Massa- 
chusetts) :  The  heavy  breathing  may  be  the 
result  of  a  cold.  Ordinarily,  ten  aconite 
(homeopathic)  pellets  in  a  pint  of  drinking 
water,  daily,  will  cure  it. 

Time  To  Feed.— (H.  J.  S.,  Massachusetts) : 
It  matters  not  at  what  hours  you  feed  so  long 
as  you  do  it  regularly  at  those  hours.  FowJs 
soon  become  accustomed  to  stated  hours. 

Sawdust.— (R.  G.  R.,  ) :  We  do  not 

like  sawdust  on  the  hen  house  floor,  as  the 
fowls  in  eating  grain  scattered  among  it  are 
apt  to  pack  their  crop  with  this  material, 
causing  crop-bound. 

Roup  in  Chicks.— (Mrs.  E.  M.  L.,  Califor- 
nia):  Chicks  are  as  liable  to  roup  as  grown 
fowls  are.  Generally,  however,  in  chicks  a 
neglected  cold  gives  tliem  bowel  complaint, 
while  in  fowls  it  becomes  a  head  afiection. 

Inflammation  of  the  Crop.— (.J.  H.  F., 
New  Jersey)  :  Inttammution  of  the  crop  is 
caused  by  the  fowl  eating  some  irritant 
material.  Eating  pieces  of  unslaked  lime  will 
cause  it;  so  will  too  much  spice  in  the  food. 

Scurvy.— (C.  E.  C,  New  Hampshire) : 
When  fowls  lose  feathers,  not  in  moulting 
season,  it  is  generally  due  to  scurvy.  Anoint 
the  bare  spots  with  vaseline,  put  rusty  iron 


ia  the  drinking  water,  and  add  Sheridan's 
Condition  Powder  every  other  day  to  the  soft 
food. 

Rattling  in  the  Throat. —  (D.  F.  N., 
Ohio)  :  Rattling  in  the  throat  is  a  symptom 
of  bronchitis.  Slightly  acidulate  the  driuking 
water  with  ten  drops  each  of  sulphuric  and 
nitric  acid.  Two  or  three  drops  of  Johnson's 
Anodyne  Liniment  in  a  teaspoonful  of  glycer- 
ine will  be  found  useful  in  allaying  the  irri- 
tant symptoms.

What  Breeds  of  Geese  ? 

Mr.  Editor:— Will  you  please  inform  me  about  the 
different  breeds  of  fieese,  and  of  different  breeders. 
Which  is  the  most  prolific,  and  also  liow  they  should 
be  fed  ami  cared  for,  and  how  young  ones  should  be 
fed  and  raised  ? 

I  would  like  to  see  this  appear  in  Farm-Poultry, 
as  I  never  see  anythinp;  about  geese  in  it.  I  am  a 
subscriber  and  reader  of  F.-P.,  and  like  it  very  much.

The  breeds  of  domestic  geese  are  the 
Erabden,  Toulouse,  African  and  the  Brown 
and  White  China. 

Embden  or  Bremen  geese  are  from  Ger- 
many. They  are  pure  white  in  plumage, 
have  blue  eyes,  and  yellow  bill  and  legs. 
Ganders  weigh  from  sixteen  to  twenty 
pounds,  and  geese  from  twelve  to  eighteen 
pounds.  Young  goslings  have  been  known 
to  weigh  twenty-one  pounds  the  first  season. 
They  lay  large  eggs,  but  not  so  many  as  the 
other  varieties.  They  are  more  gentle,  and  less 
noisy.  They  make  the  best  sitters  and 
mothers  of  all  breeds  of  geese.  Their  feathers 
are  more  easily  plucked,  and  being  white, 
are  more  salable  than  those  from  any  other 
breed.     The  goslings  grow   fast,  and  on

The  Toulouse  geese  are  gray,  and  are 
named  after  a  part  of  France  from  wbicb 
they  came.  They  have  l>rown  eyes  and  dark- 
orange  or  l.rick  reil  bill  and  legs.  Tbeir 
lea.hers.  like  those  of  the  Cochin  fowl,  are 
loose  and  fluffy,  and  pick  eaMly ;  but  as  they 
are  dark  their  pin  feathers  and  down  detract 
from  the  appearance  of  the  dressed  bird. 
The  skin  is  also  dark  compared  with  the 
Embdeu  variety;  and  unless  very  fat,  the 
dresseil  cnn-ass  looks  wrinkled  and  flabby. 
The  Toulouse  are  more  excitable  than  the 
Embden.  and  not  so  easily  managed  w  hen  sit- 
ting or  rearing  goslings.  They  lay  about 
twice  as  many  eggs,  however,  some  specimens 
laying  as  many  as  forty  or  more  in  one 
season  without  wanting  to  sit.  They  have 
large  frames,  and  m.ature  late.  Fully  mature 
birds  usually  weigh  more  than  Knibdens. 
The  pure  bred  progeny  of  pure  Toulouse 
geese  usually  excel  in  numbers  the  product  of 
Embdens.  but  are  not  equal  in  quality.  Old 
birds  are  inure  liable  to  take  on  fat  and 
become  sluggish  than  any  other  variety,  the 
ganders  especially. 

African,  or  Hong  Kong  geese,  and  the 
White  anil  Brown  China  geese  are  from  Asia. 
The  African  and  Brown  China  are  alike  in 
plumage  and  general  markings.  The  prevail- 
ing color  is  gray  and  brown.  The  front  of 
the  neck  and  breast  is  light,  the  abdomen 
wbitish  gray,  and  the  head,  back,  tail,  and 
wings  brownish  gray.  There  is  a  very  dark 
brown  stripe  on  the  back  of  the  neck,  which 
reaches  from  the  head  to  the  neck,  and  is  in 
striking  contrast  to  the  light  color  of  the 
throat  and  breast.  The  bill  is  knobbed,  except 
in  very  young  geese, and  is  black,  or  nearly  so. 

The  larger,  or  so-called  African  variety, 
have  long  and  deep  bodies,  and  weigh  from 
sixteen  to  twenty  pounds.  They  are  wide 
and  massive,  and  in  disposition  sedate.  The 
head  is  large,  and  the  neck  is  thick  and 
strong,  and  but  slightly  curved.  The  knob 
projects  upward  and  back,  rather  than  for- 
ward. Exhibition  birds  have  a  large  well 
rounded  dewlap  or  loose  pendant  skin 
beneath  the  beak.  Tbey  lay  more  eggs  and  a 
larger  >ize  than  the  Embdens,  but  not  as 
many  as  the  Toulouse.  They  mature  early, 
fully  as  early  as  the  Embden,  but  have  a  dark 
skin  and  dark  pin  feathers  when  dressed. 
They  pluck  harder  than  either  the  Embdens 
or  Toulouse  early  in  the  season  —  and  in  the 
fall  it  is  hard  to  remove  the  feathers  without 
spoiling  the  looks  of  the  carcass. 

Brown  China  geese  have  the  same  mark- 
ings, but  are  smaller.  Tbey  have  shorter 
bodies,  which  they  c:irry  more  upright,  and 
are  more  active  and  excitable.  Africans  have 
piercing  voices,  but  Brown  Chinese  are  much 
more  noisy.  They  are  very  prolific,  the 
females  laying  as  many  as  forty  or  fifty  eggs 
in  a  season.  Their  eggs  are  the  most  fertile  of 
all  kinds,  and  a  large  percent  of  goslings  are 
secured  from  tlieui  early  in  the  season.  Of 
all  the  breeds  tbey  pluck  the  hardest,  and  look 
worst  when  dressed. 

The  knob  in  the  Brown  and  White  China  is 
larger  in  proportion  than  that  of  the  African, 
and  projects  forward  and  upward.  The  neck 
is  longer,  more  slender  and  more  curved  or 
swanlike. 

While  China  geese  are  in  shape  and  size 
like  the  Brown  China,  but  have  pure  white 
plumage  and  orange  yellow  legs,  and  blue 
eyes.  They  are  the  smallest  and  weakest  of 
the  breeds  described,  but  are  the  most  prolific 
of  all.  They  also  lay  the  largest  egg  in  pro- 
portion to  their  size.  Their  eggs,  however, 
are,  we  think,  more  liable  to  be  infertile. 
They  are  white  skinned  and  plump  when 
dressed,  ranking  next  to  Embdens  in  this 
respect,  and  like  the  latter,  are,  in  our 
opinion,  more  ornamental  when  alive  than 
the  dark  varieties  of  geese. 

Toulouse  geese  are  more  generally  kept 
than  other  varieties.  Eeally  choice  Embdens 
are  not  very  plenty.  Brown  C  hinas  are  more 
plenty  than  White  Chinas;  while  Africans 
are  more  rarely  exhibited  or  kept  except  by 
market  producers. 

African  geese  are  often  classed  as  Brown 
Chinas.  Brown  China  geese  are  sometimes 
called  Africans.  Many  do  not  know  the 
irtTerpnce.  Birds  exhibited  as  Brown  Chinas 
u'e  often  a  mixture  of  African  smd  Brown 
Clii  ':i :  ilifv  are  too  large,  have  the  African 
Icwlii}),  aud  have  not  the  Brown  China 
shape.

Sore  Eyes. 

Mr.  Editor: — Would  you  be  kind  enough  to  give  me 
a  remedy  for  sore  eyes  in  a  young  pullet?  She  began 
laying  about  eight  days  ago,  and  has  laid  every  other 
day  since.  She  eats  and  seems  well,  except  she  is 
drowsy.  On  the  first  day  she  laid,  one  of  her  eyes 
became  sore,  watery  and  inflamed.  I  tried  your  pre- 
scription of  alum  and  water  after  bathing  with  castile 
soap;  but  she  does  not  seem  to  improve  at  all.  Her 
eyes  seem  more  swollen.  Please  let  me  know  what 
else  to  do.  G.  F. 

New  York  City. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  the  fowl  has  caught  a 
heavy  cokl,  which,  if  not  atteiuled  to,  may 
lead  to  roup.  Keep  on  washing  the  eyes  daily 
with  castile  soap  and  warm  water,  but  instead 
of  bathing  with  the  alum  water,  anoint  with 
vaseline.  Also  put  a  few  drops  of  aconite  in 
a  pint  of  drinUiiig  water.  The  sick  bird  had 
better  be  separated  from  the  well  ones,  as 
this  trouble,  if  it  leads  to  roup  may  prove 
contagious. 


Planting  the  Poultry  Yards. 

Mr.  Editor :— "\\'hat  is  best  to  be  done  with  a  chicken 
yard  which  has  been  plowed  several  times,  and  well 
drained?  The  soil  is  a  clay  loam,  but  stony.  "Would 
it  be  best  to  sow  it  down  with  clover,  or  plant  it  out 
with  fruit  trees,  like  plum  and  cherry  ?  J.  S. 

Nanaimo,  B.  C, 

The  best  plan  would  be  to  plant  fruit  trees 
first,  and  then  after  giving  the  soil  a  coating 
of  manure,  and  plowing  it  in,  sow  clover.  All 
poultry  yards  when  not  iu  use  should  be 
sowed  to  rye  or  grass,  which  not  only  acts  as 
a  disinfectant,  but  aflbrds  excellent  pasturaga 
for  the  fowls.  Plum,  peach,  cherry  or  apri- 
cot trees  do  vei'y  well  in  poultry  yards.  We 
prefer  the  plum,  as  the  trees  do  not  grow  so 
large,  and  there  is  generally  a  crop  when 
planted  among  poultry,  as  the  latter  keep 
down  the  ravages  of  worms. 


The  Scratching  Shed. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  don't  quite  understand  what  you 
mean  by  the  scratching  shed  apart  from  the  main 
building  or  roosting  pen,  as  you  term  it.  My  idea  of 
a  coop  was  that  in  one  end  were  the  roosts,  and  in  the 
other  the  nests.  That  is,  when  there  was  but  a  single 
flock  to  be  kept  together.  N.  B.

The  scratching  shed  is,  practically,  the 
workshop  for  the  fowls.  In  it  they  can 
scratch  among  a  lot  of  litter  strewn  on  the 
floor,  and  gain  the  exercise  they  would  secure 
iu  a  range.  Most  of  the  houses  have  this 
additional  room  outside  of  the  one  used  for 
roosting  and  laying,  so  that  the  fowls  can 
readily  go  from  the  one  to  the  other  without 
going  outdoors.  In  large  houses  they  gener- 
ally start  with  a  scratching  shed,  then  a  roost- 
ing pen ;  then  another  roosting  pen  and  a 
scratching  shed,  and  so  on.  On  a  few  farms 
they  do  not  have  the  scratching  shed  to  con- 
nect with  the  roosting  pen,  but  build  it  apart 
from  the  main  building— but  that  is  not  a 
good  idea. 


A  Plymouth  Kock  Crossbred. 

Mr.  Editor :— Perhaps  you  can  tell  me  what  to  call 
crossbreds  that  first  were  Barred  Plymouth  Kock  on 
"White  Leghorn  (Single  Comb),  then  a  cross  ol  Barred 
Plymouth  Kock  on  those  for  five  generations,  they 
all  this  time  remaining  perfectly  while  in  color, 
yellow  legs  and  yellow  bill,  and  having  all  the  shape 
and  appearance  of  the  Plymouth  Kock,  and  laying  a 
beautiful  dark  shelled  egg;  but  I  never  could  get  a 
male  bird  like  them.  J.  D.

It  is  indeed  strange  that  in  each  generation 
all  the  females  should  come  white.  As  they 
so  closely  resemble  tbe  Plymouth  Rock  in 
shape,  we  should  advise  that  for  several  sea- 
sons the  pullets  be  mated  with  pure  White 
Plymouth  Bock  males.  By  using  a  little  care 
in  mating,  and  by  each  year  breeding  from 
the  best  layers,  it  would  not  be  long  before  a 
strain  of  good  laying  White  Plymouth  Rocks 
could  be  secured  that  would  be  profitable  and 
hardy. 


Diphtheria. 

Mr.  Editor:— Asa  new  disease  has  started  in  my 
flock  (or  I  should  say  a  new  disease  to  me,  as  I  never 
saw  a  case  just  like  it  before)  I  thought  I  would 
explain  it  to  you  and  see  what  it  is.  It  seems  to  begin 
at  the  opening  in  the  wind  pipe,  where  a  fatty  sub- 
stance starts  to  grow  resembling  flsli  eggs,  and  con- 
tinues to  grow  until  the  windpipe  is  closed  and  the 
fowls  die,  apparently  choked  to  death.  I  notice  while 
this  canker  is  growing  in  the  windpipe,  the  liens 
sneeze  or  snicker  the  same  as  a  chicken  does  with  the 
gapes.  I  would  like  to  find  a  remedy  that  I  can  use 
for  the  whole  flock  without  treating  each  one  sepa- 
rately. C.  E.  G. 

New  Brunswick,  N.  J. 

The  symptoms  point  to  diphtheria,  a  highly 
contagious  disease.   The  sick  ones  should  at 


once  be  separated  from  the  well.  On  page 
290,  of  the  August  1st,  1896,  issue  of  Farm- 
Poultry,  we  gave  an  extensive  article  treat- 
ing upon  this  subject,  giving  some  of  the  best 
remedies  known.  Each  case  must  be 
separately  taken  in  hand ;  no  reliable  remedy 
can  be  given  that  will  call  for  a  wholesale 
treatment. 


The  Hens  Won't  Lay. 

Mr.  Editor :— "What  is  the  matter  with  my  Leghorns  ? 
They  are  all  done  moulting  and  look  well,  but  I  can-  . 
not  get  them  to  lay.  I  feed  bran  and  middlings  and 
Bowker's  animal  meal  iu  the  morning.  I  fed  two 
bags  of  animal  meal,  but  can  get  nothing  from  it. 
I  feed  buckwheat  at  noon,  and  corn  at  night ;  also 
cabbage,  and  oyster  shells  for  grit.  Their  combs  are 
red  as  fire,  and  feathers  look  rough,  and  the  pullets 
don't  grow.  J.  B.  S.

The  food  given  is  entirely  too  fattening. 
As  a  variety  these  articles  might  do  well 
enough;  but  as  a  steady  diet,  they  have  put 
the  fowls  out  of  condition.  Some  people  have 
an  idea  that  Leghorns  cannot  beoverfattened. 
It  is  a  sad  mistake;  even  growing  pullets  can 
become  too  fat.  Middlings,  buckwheat  and 
corn  are  the  most  fattening  articles  that  can 
be  used  in  poultry  diet.  While,  fed  occasion- 
ally, they  are  valuable  in  egg  production, 
given  regularly,  the  tendency  to  fatten 
becomes  too  great.  Certainly  those  hens  will 
be  backward  in  laying. 


Feeding  Meat  and  Bone.— Raw  vs.  Cooked. 

Mr.  Editor:— Please  inform  me  as  to  which  would 
give  the  best  results  in  egg  production  or  for  fatten- 
ing—green bone  run  through  a  green  bone  mill— or 
raw  meat  cut  fine— or  cooked  meat  chopped  fine? 

Also,  what  would  be  the  result  in  feeding  fat  meat, 
such  as  cooked  pork  scraps,  etc.,  cut  up  and  mixed 
with  a  bran  mash  every  morning?  Will  the  latter 
have  a  tendency  to  fatten  and  to  physic  the  fowls  ?

There  must  be  some  judgment  used  in  feed- 
ing meat  to  poultry.  There  is  such  a  thing 
as  overdoing  the  matter.  We  could  never  see 
the  advisability  of  feeding  green  bone  or  meat 
in  any  form  oftener  than  every  other  day. 
Green  bone  is  a  good  egg  food,  while  fresh 
meat  has  more  fattening  qualities  about  it; 
but  we  do  not  favor  the  idea  of  feeding  meat 
in  a  raw  state,  as  tapeworms  are  apt  to  follow 
an  injudicious  use  of  it.  We  have  had  reports 
showing  that  green  bone  fed  daily  had  pro- 
duced worms ;  but  we  do  not  believe  that  there 
is  half  the  danger  with  the  bone  as  with  the 
meat. 

Under  no  circumstances  would  we  feed 
meat  in  a  raw  state.  It  is  always  better  when 
properly  cooked  and  cut  fine.  We  know  that 
raw  meat  has  a  tendency  to  making  hens 
irritable.  Where  we  are  aiming  at  eggs,  the 
green  bone  would  be  an  excellent  addition  to 
the  bill  of  fare;  but  where  we  are  fattening 
for  market,  we  want  to  have  cut  cooked  bone 
in  the  daily  ration. 

As  to  feeding  pork,  cooked,  while  it  no 
doubt  will  be  valuable  to  a  certain  sense,  we 
do  not  believe  in  its  use,  on  account  of  its 
greasy  nature.  There  is  no  doubt  in  our 
mind  about  it  being  fttttening,  and  to  a  certain 
extent  making  the  bowels  loose;  but  as  we 
never  fed  it  we  can  only  give  our  ideas. 

Feeding  dead  horses  is  a  bad  practice,  unless 
the  horse  has  been  killed  by  or  on  account  of 
an  accident.

The  outer  toes  In  the  female  must  be 
feathered  to  their  extremities.  If  tbe  feathers 
do  not  grow  below  the  middle  joint  of  the 
outer  toes,  It  is  a  disqualification.

The  hen  has  bronchitis.  Exposure  to  damp 
or  wei  weather  is  the  prime  c.nuse  for  ihe 
iroiible.  There  is  a  rattliiiir  in  the  throat 
when  breathing,  due  to  a  cold  settliiii:  on  the 
lun^,  aoeonipanied  by  cough  and  expectora- 
tion. The  uostrils  frequently  discharge,  and 
tlie  eyes  are  often  inllamed. 

The  biid  must  at  once  be  moved  to  a  sepa- 
rate apartment  that  is  dry  and  warm.  Soft 
fiHHl  alone  must  be  fed.  which  should  consist 
of  a  hot  mash  of  at  least  one-half  bran.  If  a 
little  of  Sheridan's  Condition  Powder  is  added 
to  the  tua>b  —  say  a  pinch  of  it  daily  for  one 
bird— it  will  greatly  help  in  breaking  up  the 
cold.  SMghtly  acidulate  the  drinking  water 
with  ten  drops  each  of  sulphuric  and  nitric 
acid.  Two  or  three  drops  of  Johnson's  Ano- 
dyne Liniment  in  a  teaspoonful  of  glycerine 
will  be  fouud  useful  in  allaying  the  irritant 
symptoms. 

Dr.  Sanborn,  in  •■  Farm-Poultry  Doctor,"' 
says:  "In  the  first  stages  of  bronchitis  an 
effort  should  be  made  to  abort  the  trouble. 
This  is  done  by  giving  aconite  —  one  drop  of 
the  tincture  every  hour  for  live  hours,  and 
then  once  in  three  hours." 

Joseph  Wallace,  in  Poidtrii  Monlhly,  says 
bronchitis  may  come  from  catarrh,  diphthe- 
ritic roup,  or  a  simple  cold  only  partly  cured. 
Low  and  damp  runs  and  sleeping  places  favor 
the  introduction  of  this  ailment,  and  a  bird 
with  weak  or  diseiased  lungs  is  more  apt  to  get 
it.  Ordinarily,  it  is  not  a  dangerous  com- 
plaint, as  it  usually  becomes  chronic;  the  bird 
may  apparently  seem  all  right  in  other  ways, 
appetite  fairly  good,  even  cheerful  and  lively. 
It  is  noticeable  at  lirst  when  the  bird  is  at  rest, 
by  watching  the  throat  move  in  and  out  like  a 
bellows,  w  hen  breathing,  and  a  rattling  in  the 
air  lubes,  particularly  at  each  respiration.  It 
sounds  like  some  boy  blowing  into  a  reed 
instrument  or  pea  whistle,  as  it  makes  a  vibra- 
tory sound  as  if  the  air  was  passing  through 
a  loose  membrane  or  accumulation  of  mucus. 

Mr.  Wallace  says  the  presence  of  mucus  in 
the  air  tulies  keeps  up  a  constant  irritation, 
and  at  times  the  fowls  cough  and  expectorate. 
At  first  symptoms  it  is  not  difficult  to  cure, 
but  after  it  becomes  chronic  it  is  hard  to  get 
rid  of  it.  for  the  least  cold  afterwards  is  apt  to 
renew  it.  There  is  a  dryness  and  heat  in  the 
bronchial  tubes  when  first  attacked,  causing 
the  fowl  to  be  incessantly  drinking  in  conse- 
quence of  the  intense  amount  of  febrile  dis- 
turbance present.  In  severe  cases,  aggravated' 
by  cold,  damp  and  wet  sleeping  places,  perch- 
ing by  broken  lights  or  cracks,  in  direct  con- 
tact with  draughts,  the  tissues  of  the  air  tubes 
soon  become  loaded  with  a  viscid  tenaceous 
mucus  secretion.  This  secretion  gradually 
changes  its  cliaracler,  and  if  not  speedily 
checked  becomes  decomposed,  is  partly  re- 
absorbed, and  a  further  degeneration  taking 
place,  the  fowl  will  become  roupy. 

Mr.  'Wallace,  referring  to  treatment,  says 
three  or  four  drops  of  tincture  of  aconite  In  a 
little  water,  three  times  a  day  (or  the  aconite 
may  be  dropped  on  a  pellet  of  dough,  for  a 
change)  is  a  good  remedy  at  the  start.  If  the 
disease  does  not  yield  to  that  treatment,  add 
to  the  drinking  water  iodide,  or  chlorate  of 
potash,  in  proportion  of  a  teaspoonful  to  a 
quart  of  water;  five  to  ten  grains  of  saltpeter 
in  a  pint  of  water  is  also  an  excellent  remedy. 
A  little  pulverized  saltpeter  put  in  the  end  of 
a  quill  and  blown  down  the  throat  often  gives 
speedy  relief.  Of  course  the  object  is  to  cut 
off  the  mucus  secretions  and  heal  the  tissues 
of  the  air  tubes.  Some  of  the  Er.glish  veteri- 
nary experts  recommend  vapor  inhalations  of 
carbolic  acid  and  oil  of  turpentine  in  boiling 
water;  but  to  do  that  successfully  one  should 
have  an  apparatus  to  place  the  fowl  in,  the 
standing  place  perforated,  and  underneath  a 
place  for  heating  the  water. 

The  food  during  treatment,  adds  Mr.  Wal- 
lace, should  be  soft  and  nourishing,  such  as 
boiled  wheat  or  barley  with  a  tablespoonf  ql  of 
linseed  boiled  w  ith  it,  using  the  liquid  along 
with  the  grain  thickened  with  middlings,  or 
warm  mush  and  milk.  X  moist  warm  atmos- 
phere is  best  for  the  bird  while  under  treat- 
ment. 


Best  for  Market  and  EKKs.

Rock  or  Ihu  White 
Wyandotte  cockerels  to  be  sold  for  broilers  and  roast- 
ers, pullets  to  be  kept  for  winter  laying,  and  sold  the 
foUowinjt  summer  as  poultry,  all  to  be  shippe<l  alive. 

Leveriugs,  Ohio,  M.  ^I. 

There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  White 
Wyandotte  is  the  best  all  purpose  fowl  we 
have.  It  is  small  boned,  and  wastes  little  on 
the  table;  is  a  quick  growing,  early  maturing, 
and  prolific  laying  brecil.  Add  to  that  fact, 
that  w  hen  dressed  for  market  it  is  absolutely 
free  from  dark  pin  feathers,  and  you  have  a 
very  nearly  perfect  fowl.  The  Barred  P. 
Rock  is  all  right,  is  one  of  the  best  breeds  in 
existence;  but  there  is  no  doubt  the  AVhite 
Wyandotte  is  a  little  better. 

Won't  Eat  the  Mash. 

Mr.  Editor:— A  few  days  a^o  I  bought  a  can  of 
Sheridan's  Condition  Powder.  I  had  my  meal,  wheal, 
oats  and  corn  ground  according  to  directions,  and 
made  a  mash  of  one  pint  for  six  fowls,  in  which  I 
put  a  teaspoonful  of  powder.  After  reading:  your 
remarks,  etc.,  I  was  prepared  to  see  them  pitch  into 
it  as  a  child  pitches  into  candy,  and  then  turn  tail  for 
the  coop  aud  lay  one  or  more  eggs  each— more  or  less. 

To  my  surprise  I  could  not  get  them  to  touch  the 
stuff.  There  was  a  little  loose  grain  from  the  evening 
meal  the  day  iKfore,  lying  around,  and  they  went  for 
that  greedily,  but  not  for  aiy  mash.  So  today  I  saw 
that  there  was  not  a  graiu  of  anything  to  be  had,  aud 
did  not  let  them  out  until  9.30  A.  M.,  so  they  would  be 
hungry ;  but  the  same  thing  .igaiu  took  place.  They 
suiQ'iHl  of  the  mixture  a  little,  then  deliberately 
walked  back  into  the  coop,  something  I  had  never  seen 
them  do  before  in  the  morning.  What  is  the  matter":' 
1  must  confess  I  am  bitterly  disappointed.  Mine  are 
onlinary  Plymouth  Rocks,  bought  from  a  farmer,  and 
this  action  of  llieirs  takes  the  starch  out  of  me.  The 
people  here  who  feed  grjiin  are  not  getting  any  eggs, 
and  I  hoped  by  carefully  followiug  your  liirections  to 
get  some.  If  I  can  not  get  them  to  eat  the  soft  feed  I 
will  have  to  f:dl  back  on  grain  or  plain  mixed  meal.. 

Mother,  who  is  an  old  poultry  raiser,  says  she  thinks 
it  may  be  because  they  have  never  been  fed  anything 
save  grain,  or  that  it  may  have  been  the  steam  from 
tlie  warm  mixture,  as  they  have  eaten  a  little  of  the 
meal  when  mixed  cold,  and  without  the  powder. 
Wilkes  Barre,  Pa,  W .  S.  P. 

Being  formerly  fed  entirely  on  whole  grain, 
it  w  ill  be  necessary  to  teach  them  to  eat  soft 
food.  We  believe  that  the  taste  of  the 
powder  may  not  be  to  their  liking  at  first, 
anil  in  order  to  get  them  accustomed  to  it,  it 
might  be  best  to  give  them  mash  every  morn- 
ing for  about  a  week  without  the  powder  in 
it.  Then  add  a  quarter  of  a  teaspoonful  of 
powder  in  the  mash  for  another  week,  and 
gradually  increase  the  powder  until  the  fowls 
become  accustomed  to  the  taste.  If  the  fowls 
do  not  readily  eat  the  soft  food  without  the 
powder,  tempt  them  by  mixing  whole  wheat 
lilierally  in  the  mash,  and  gradually  decreas- 
ing the  amount  of  wheat  each  morning  until 
it  is  removed  entirely,  when  they  will  with- 
out a  doubt  be  glad  to  take  their  mash  plain. 
After  fowls  once  become  used  to  soft  food 
they  eat  it  very  greedily. 


Had  They  Roup? 

Mr.  Editor:— I  have  a  pen  of  While  Plymouth 
Rocks  aud  one  of  Single  Comb  lirowu  Leghorns, 
which  had  a  very  slight  attack  of  roup.  As  soon  as 
the  disease  was  discovered  steps  were  taken  1o  cure, 
which  was  soon  done.  Only  one  hen  in  the  two  pens 
was  laying,  and  she  never  stopped. 

1  K  ish  to  breed  from  these  two  pens,  and  would  like 
to  have  your  opinion  as  to  whether  young  stock  from 
them  will  be  predisposed  to  roup,  F.  P.  B.

There  can  be  no  "  slight  attacks  of  roup." 
There  are  many  minor  disease.s  that  are  called 
roup,  but  which  are  only  forerunners  of  that 
disease.  For  instance,  every  case  of  swelled 
head,  distemper,  catarrh  is  not  necessarily 
roup,  yet  they  are  symptoms  that  are  promi- 
nent in  that  fatal  disease. 

Roup  is  caused  principally  by  a  neglect  or 
want  of  attention  to  minor  diseases  of  the  air 
passages,  produced  by  colds.  There  is  a  dis- 
charge from  the  nose  and  eyes,  which  becomes 
thick  and  very  offensive.  The  nostrils  become 
filled  up  and  closed  by  the  discharge;  the 
eyelids  become  swollen  and  stuck  together, 
and  often  the  eyeball  is  quite  concealed — and 
in  severe  cases  the  whole  face  is  considerably 
swelled  by  the  diseased  secretion.  That  is 
roup,  the  genuine  article.  Anything  else  is 
not  the  disease.  And  roup  can  never  be 
cured.  We  may  apparently  cure  it,  but  the 
truth  is,  that  when  once  the  disease  is  acquired 
it  can  never  be  eradicated  from  the  system. 
Such  fowls  of  course^should  never  be  used  in 
breeding. 

As  we  do  not  believe  our  correspondent's 
fowls  ever  had  roup,  we  see  no  reason  wliy 
they  should  not  be  fit  for  mating.  Slight  ail- 
ments hardly  ever  have  any  eft'ectin  breeding.

The  General  lives  the  greater  part  of  his 
time  in  Ilalstead,  Kansas,  though  he  is  much 
in  Windsor,  New  York,  in  both  of  which 
places  he  has  business  interests  that  require 
his  presence. 

Some  few  years  ago  General  Wiles  was 
attacked  by  illness,  which  came  very  near 
proving  fatal.   Typhoid  fever,  followed  by

Crowded  Quarters. 

Mr.  Editor. —  lam  sorely  perplexed  about 
my  little  flock  of  bens,  and  if  you  will  otter 
some  suggestion  as  to  what  course  to  pursue 
with  them,  I  shall  be  grateful.  I  have  twenty- 
five  in  all,  nine  of  which  are  pullets  hatched 
the  latter  part  of  April  and  the  first  of  May. 
The  others  are  last  year  hens.  Six  of  these 
are  Brown  Leghorns,  the  remainder  Plymouth 
Rocl<s  and  Brown  Leghorns  crossed.  Until 
the  middle  of  September  they  gave  us  all  the 
eggs  we  wanted.  At  that  time,  however,  they 
stopped  laying,  and  not  a  single  egg  have  they 
laid  since.  I  feed  them  a  warm  mash  every 
morning,  with  wheat  or  oats  noon  and  night, 
and  such  scraps  and  green  stuflF  as  come  fi  om 
the  kitchen. 

I  keep  them  in  a  house  8  x  10  feet,  which 
they  use  for  roosting  and  laying  room,  and 
they  have  a  large  lot,  about  60  x  80  feet  in 
which  to  run.  I  give  them  plenty  of  crushed 
shell,  and  since  I  began  reading  Fakm-Poul- 
TRY  I  am  giving  them  beef  scraps  and 
crushed  green  bone.  Some  of  their  combs 
are  bright  red,  but  most  of  them  look  ashy 
and  pale.  To  all  appearances  they  are  healthy 
and  vigorous,  but  they  just  will  not  lay,  and 
the  pullets,  it  seems  to  me,  should  have  started 
by  this  time. 

I  have  bad  only  three  copies  of  Farm- 
POULTRY,  but  am  immensely  pleased  vrilh  it, 
and  already  have  put  into  practice  some  of  its 
helpful  suggestions.

[Twenty-live  fowls  in  a  house  8  x  10,  with- 
out a  scratching  sbed  for  the  fowls  to  exercise 
in,  is  rather  overcrowding  them.  Again, 
pullets  will  be  backward  in  laying  when  kept 
with  hens.  It  would  be  better  to  keep  the 
hens  in  a  separate  flock,  and  erect  sheds  so 
that  they  will  be  kept  busy.  If  allowed  to 
idle  away  their  time  they  will  become  too  fat, 
and  then  there  will  hardly  be  any  eggs  before 
spring.— Ed.]

Thermometers  for  Incubation. 

The  matter  of  heat  regulation  in  artificial 
incubation  is  of  such  vital  importance  that 
evei-y  operator  will  surely  be  interested  in 
accurate  iuformation  as  to  one  of  the  princi- 
pal reasons  why  all  thermometers  do  not  give 
accurate  readings.

Padlocks  and  £ss  Prodartion. 

Mr.  Editor: — You  have  published  many 
times,  ■•  How  to  increase  egg  production.''  I 
have  tbe  latest  thing  out.  and  by  tbe  results 
obtaineil,  I  l>elieve  the  best. 

Formerly  I  had  my  hens'  nests  just  under 
the  droppings  boards;  but  tbe  egg  yield  being 
small,  I  conceived  tbe  idea  of  putting  the 
nests  under  the  platform  of  the  alley,  which 
Is  a  little  over  three  feet  wide,  putting  them 
as  far  back  as  possible  and  closing  up  the 
entire  front  except  two  very  small  boles,  just 
large  enough  for  a  ben  to  pass  through  them, 
bought  yale  padlocks  at  one  dollar  each,  and 
put  them  on  the  doors,  opening  through  tbe 
alley  tloors. 

Tbe  next  night  I  found  my  yield  Increased 
about  thirty-five  percent,  and  it  has  kept  up 
to  about  that  ever  since.  My  conclusion  is, 
warm,  clean  and  dry  quarters,  with  gooil 
water  and  food,  and  above  all  tbe  laying  quar- 
ters fastened  up  with  a  good  padlock,  and 
carry  the  key  myself. 

\uy  one  whose  bens  don't  lay  to  suit  them 
bad  better  get  a  padlock  for  them.  There  is 
something  aliout  tbe  lock  that  seems  to  encour- 
age them  immensely.  L.  S.  B. 


To  Destroy  Mites. 
Mr.  Editor:— I  notice  in  Farm-Pocltry 
many  directions  for  destroying  mites,  some  of 
them  requiring  much  labor.  Some  years  since 
when  raising  quite  a  large  number  of  chick- 
ens, a  brooder  shed  containing  nearly  one 
thousand  chickens,  from  three  weeks  to  three 
months  old,  became  infested  with  this  pest. 
The  mites  were  quickly,  cheaply  and  thor- 
oughly destroyed  by  the  use  of  boiling  hot 
water. 

For  the  past  few  years  I  have  used  only 
bi-sulphide  of  carbon.  My  roo>ting  bouses 
are  6x8  feet,  accommodating  thirty  hens.  .\ 
small  bottle,  (one  ounce  is  large  enough),  is 
bung  at  the  top  of  each  corner  post  and  filled 
with  bi-sulphide.  It  evaporates  very  quickly, 
and  the  bottles  should  be  refilled  once.  It  is 
a  cheap  and  easy  way  to  be  free  from  a 
troublesome  insect.  Xo  lamp  or  fire  should 
be  allowed  near  the  liquid,  as  it  is  very  infiam- 
mable.
